Ten-Year Mgmt. Plans Released For. 
Potomac/Garrett, Green Ridge Forests 


Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) 
Secretary Torrey C. Brown, 
M.D., has announced the 
release of the final 10-Year 
Resource Management Plans 
for Green Ridge and Poto- 
mac’Garrett state forests. 
The plans outline the DNR 
management direction for 
each of the forests beginning 
July 1995. 

"The plans represent 
considerable effort on the 
part of professional resource 
managers and the State 
Forest Advisory Commit- 
tees,” Dr. Brown said. “Most 
importantly, they reflect 
extensive citizen participa- 
tion, time, and support.” 

The 10-year plans address 
the many existing and con- 
templated uses and needs of 
the forests. Modeled after 
the Savage River State For- 
est planning process com- 
pleted last year, the plans 
include a series of manage- 
ment goals and objectives for 
a number of distinct “re- 
source categories,” including 
wildlife, timber, recreation, 
natural features protection, 
biological diversity, fisheries, 
and water resources, among 
others 

The plans also provide for 
a series of three manage- 
ment zones which will guide 
public and administrative 
activities within distinct 
sections of the forests. 

The water management 
zone is composed of the 
waterways within the forests 
and an associated buffer. 
The primary objective of the 
water zone is the protection 
of water quality and volume, 
with secondary objectives 
related to the establishment 
of natural riparian corridors. 
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The Green Ridge and Poto- 
mac Garrett state forests 
water management zones 
consist of approximately 
9,500 and 3,790 acres, re- 
spectively. 

The special management 
zone, which in some loca- 
tions overlaps the water

Vehicle Vandalism 


The Garrett County Sher- 
iff's Office is currently inves- 
tigating an incident of 
costly vandalism involving 
several vehicles owned by 
Garrett County Community 
Action.

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State, County 
Jobless Rates 
Fall in October 


Maryland's unemploy- 
ment rate fell in October for 
the second consecutive 
month, as recalls in educa- 
tion continued. Rising em- 
ployment helped the state- 
wide jobless rate fall from 
6.1 percent in September to 
6.0 percent in October. 


Garrett County’s rate also 
dropped slightly, from 9.9 
percent in September, to 9.8 
percent in October. 

Nationally, the jobless 
tate also declined from 6.4 
percent in September to 6.3 
percent in October. 

“The continuing drop in 
unemployment is a very 
good sign that the state’s 
economic recovery is begin- 
ning to gather momentum,” 
said Mark L. Wasserman, 
secretary of economic and 
employment development 
(DEED). "In the coming 
months, we will closely mon- 
itor employment and other 
indicators to see if the mo- 
mentum is increasing.” 

During October, both the 
labor force and employment 
levels rose to record highs 
for this month. Over 6,100 
people entered the labor 
market, increasing the total 
number of job seekers to 
2,642,328. Employment, 
expanding at a slightly high- 
er rate, advanced by 9,830 to 
2,484,204 people. 


Unemployment in the 
western region, while re- 
maining the highest level 
statewide, edged down slight- 
ly from 8.3 percent in Sep- 
tember to 8.2 percent in 
October. In both Allegany 
and Washington counties, 
rising employment was the 
primary factor responsible 
for reductions in the jobless 
rate. In Garrett County, the 
decrease in the unemploy- 
ment rate was because of a 
decrease in the number of 
job seekers. At the regional 
level, job gains were reported 
in construction and business 
services. 


Statewide, unemployment 
tates in October ranged from 
a low of 3.6 percent in Mont- 
gomery County to 10.4 per- 
cent in Baltimore City.

Commissioners Support Elementary 
School Consolidation In 2-1 Vote 


In a 2-1 vote, the Garrett 
County Commissioners this 
week decided to support the 
Garrett County Board of 
Education’s proposal to 
consolidate the Red House 
and Loch Lynn Elementary 
Schools into one school rath- 
er to maintain the communi- 
ty schools separately. The 
motion was made by Com- 
missioner John Braskey and 
was seconded by Commis- 
sioner Elwood Groves in 
what represented a turn- 
around opinion from his 
most recent stance on the 
issue. 

During the formal presen- 
tation of the decision, Bras- 
key stated, “I move that the 
Garrett County Commission- 
ers concur with the recom- 
mendation of the majority of 
the elected board of educa- 
tion to fund a maximum 
local share of $1.7 million for 
a consolidation of the Loch 
Lynn-Red House schools.” 

The total cost of the con- 
solidation is estimated at $4 
million. 

Braskey explained that 
the decision to support the 
consolidation was “a difficult 
one because I wanted to 
support the community 
schools.” He noted, however, 
that reality dictated the 
county could not afford the 
prospect of maintaining the 
schools separately, especially 
since a state commission 
would financially assist the 
county in that endeavor. 

Braskey further stated 
that he felt a central location 
for the school “could be 
worked out,” and that he

“ll work with the slate 
planning commission to 
make sure we can locate the 
school in a central location,” 
he added. 

After seconding Braskey’s 
motion, Groves stated that 
he wanted to “expedite this 
issue of the southern area 
elementary school.” 

In a prepared statement, 

he said, “It is with mixed 
emotion that I have decided 
to support the motion by 
Commissioner Braskey to 
authorize the Board of Edu- 
cation to pursue state fund- 
ing for the construction of a 
consolidated school to re- 
place the current facilities 
known as the Red House 
and Loch Lynn elementary 
schools. For at least the last 
four years, I have encour 
aged and supported a two- 
school solution to this issue 
in hopes of preserving the 
quality community-based 
programs which currently 
exist at the Red House and 
Loch Lynn elementary 
schools ” 

He noted that the county 
has always maintained a 
commitment to local commu- 
nity schools at the elementa- 
ry level, and he felt it should 
continue in that tradition. 

Groves continued, “How- 
ever, in regards to the 
schools at Red House and 
Loch Lynn, the advocates of 
a two school alternative to 
have been given fair consid- 
eration by the Inter-Agency 
Committee on Public School 
Construction. The four to 
one vote by the Board of 
Education of November 22 
reaffirmed their previous 
position in favor of consoli- 
dation and effectively cloaad 
the door on any further 
attempt to preserve the local 
community schools in Red 
House and Loch Lynn as we 
now know them. 

“The choice before the 
Board of County Commia- 
sioners today is a clear one: 
either we support the Board 
of Education's proposal for a 
new consolidated school or 
we scrap the project for 
another year. In my opinion, 
to delay this project for an- 
other year without just cause 
would be irresponsible and 
would border on negligence. 
There is a clearly recognis- 
able need to address the 
structural deticiencies of 
these public facilities as soon 
as it is affordable. Aa to 
affordability, | am assured 
by our fiscal officer that the 
cost of a new consolidated 
school as currently projected

We have often complained about the over-involve- 
ment and over-regulation of government in our lives,

Those who responded to the American Red Cross 
bloodmobile viait in Oakland last week learned that the 
ARC 1a eliminating the majonty of the local volunteers 
who have for so many vears faithfully and accurately 
assisted the professional staff from the Johnstown 
regional center These people will be replaced with paid 
staff persons 

We were outraged when we heard this and, upon in- 
quiring as to the why of it, were told by a Red Cross 
official that it has been mandated by the Food and 
Drug Administration. Apparently it has something to 
do with “quality assurance.” 

The great majority of the local bloodmobile vol- 
unteers have been doing their respective duties during 
bloodmobile visits for many vears. The majonty are 
intelligent, educated individuals who take great care 
and pride in their work. To our knowledge there has 
never been a major error at a local bloodmobile visit, 
nor one that has caused a serious problem. Oficourse, 
the assumption by the FDA is that paid personnel are 
immune from making errors 

Because of this, the latest in short-sighted, mdiculous 
mandates by our federal bureaucrats, the Red Cross 
will now have to expend more money to cover addi- 
tional “administrative costs,’ money that would be far 
better spent on actual needs that are addressed by the 
Red Cross, such as disaster aid. They have also taken 
away one more opportunity for people to be involved as 
volunteers in providing a needed service to their com- 
munities. They have destroyed what has become a 
labor of Iove for many volunteers. 

Frankly, we wish that Elizabeth Dole, the head of 
the ARC, would have the courage to "just say no” to the 
FDA on this issue.

ON SUPPORTING THE EEFORTS 
OF OUR INTERNAL CUSTOMERS 

In our last article we discussed the concept that in order 
t meet the needs of external customers business owners and 
Managers need to understand the needs of internal 
customers. Internal customers are the employees in our 
bu.inesses who add value to our products and services. They 
ar the “front line” employees who work with customers 
constantly. They are also the “behind the scenes’ employees 
who support the work of the front line employees. In a 
restaurant the waiters and waitresses are the important

Their decision affects taxpay- 
ers into the middle of the 
next century Do you want 
them to rubber stamp a 
school board plan? That 
would take respect. Whin- 
ning and thrashing around 
trving to stampede reason- 
able people is not the path to 
respect, or it wasnt last 
time I checked. There is a 
respect problem here. 

What about the elected 
school board? Why can’t 
these people effectively moti- 
vate their charges to get 
proposals on the table in less 
than panic mode? Don’t they 
want public hearings on 
public issues? Are they too 
busy meddling in decisions 
that properly belong to Dr 
Ryscavage? Are personal 
affairs affecting the morale 
of the entire system? Is 
there a crisis of confidence 
among board administrators 
resulting from intimidation 
by ethically challenged elect- 
ed members? 

What about tlie board’s 
administrators? They had 
years to get this proposal on 
the table in time to hold 
public hearings. That is to 
say, the Shaclbancd admin- 
istration, a dozen people who 
collectively draw $840,000 a 
year from taxpayers, took 
years to get a single incom- 
plete proposal on the table 
with just three weeks before 
the final deadline. Anybody 
ever hear of alternatives? 

Can you imagine a private 
sector study group with 
similar salaries presenting a 
single multimillion dollar 
choice to management only 
three weeks before final 
deadline? Three months and

Elder Exploitation

Financial mismanagement or exploitation is becoming a 
concern of more people Many people have heard of Elder 
Abuse being physical, emotional, and verbal. However, more 
professionals now are encountering financial abuse of the 
elderly. 

Exploitation comes in many forms. One of the most 
common forms is that of fraud. Fraud is deception or a 
strategy which injures the right or interest of another. Types 
of frauds that the elderly are targets of include securities 
frauds, distributorship frauds, franchise frauds, commodities 
frauds and financial planning frauds. This article will discuss 
securities frauds, and franchise and distributorship frauds. 

Securities frauds include the elderly being persuaded to 
invest in stocks, bonds or funds that never bring a payback. 
A common fraud of this sort consists of groups of wealthy 
older individuals buying stocks from a company that reveals 
plans to build retirement villages. The money is collected 
and the company backs out of the plans. Often the risks in 
these types of investments are not stated clearly to the 
investor. 

Retirees who have decided to open a small business of 
their own for recreation or supplemental income may fall 
prey to franchise or distributorship frauds. Franchises are 
sold to individuals who are not informed of the low demand 
for that business or of the extra costs for equipment and 
supplies that it takes to open the business. Distributorships 
are licenses to sell a particular company’s product in a 
region The purchasers of the licenses lose out because of 
lack of demand or due to the low quality of the product. In 
these types of situations purchasers are given misleading 
information about the product they are choosing to sell. 

Although there are legitimate investment and business 
opportunities for older persons one must be cautious in 
deciding to invest in or purchase an item. Talk with trusted 
friends, family, or a bank representative. If something 
sounds too good to be true, it probably is. If you are 
undecided about purchasing an item or service, take some 
time to think about your decision. Contact the Better 
Business Bureau to find out about the company offering the 
product

STAFF DEVELOPMENT FOR GARRETT COUNTY 
TEACHER 
by Mr. Edward Green, supervisor of Staff 
Development/Certification, with the Garrett 
County Board of Education 

More than half of the 50 states now mandate Staff 
Development in their public schools. Any component of 
education that affects the professional life of every teacher, 
assistant, or administrator must be planned and delivered 
with the clear intent that it has a positive impact on the 
school system and those it serves. 

Staff development can be justified only if its ultimate goal 
1s to improve education for students. To arrive at this end, 
a variety of intermediate goals might be reached. 

Improving teacher performance in the delivery of 
instruction, classroom management, or increasing their 
subject area knowledge are appropriate goals as are efforts 
to improve curriculum, or to modify and strengthen the 
school as an organization. These and many intermediate 
goals are justifiable as long as they are intended to 
contribute to the primary goals of a better education for 
students and overall school improvement. 

Staff development is not always the means to correct 
problems or remedy deficiencies. It may well serve to 
improve something that is already good. Any effort to 
improve the professional performance of school! staff 
members might be classified as staff development. 

The Garrett County School System considers staff 
development as vital in our continuing efforts to improve. In 
fact, each year the school board designs a calendar that 
includes a number of days designated specifically for staff 
training. On these days students are not in attendance, but 
instructional staff members are. This year the dates of 
November 29 and 30 were chosen for training. 

On Monday, November 29, at Southern High School, a 
“potpourri” of topics was offered to all staff in four one-hour 
sessions. Staff members were free to choose those topics 
which best met their needs. Sessions included Attention 
Deficit Disorders in Students, Computer Technology, 
Cooperative Learning, Wellness, Classroom Communication, 
and many others. Presenters came from a number of areas 
in the state of Maryland, including Frostburg State 
University, the Maryland State Department of Education, 
Garrett Memorial Hospital, and the Garrett County Health

On stage at the Deep Creek Dinner Theatre now until Chnstmas 
1s an onginal adaptation of Charles Dickens's A Christmas Carol 
This script was apparently written by Sherry Rittenhouse (who also 
appears in several roles), and directed by theatre proprietor Chas 
Rittenhouse. Also appeanng tn the play are Richard Hill (playing 
Scrooge, he’s the only actor with only one role), Luke Melacknnos, 
Michael Rexrode, Marusia Podhurec, Matthew Hames, and two of 
the Rittenhouses’ children, Andrew and Jane 

Iam a great fan of Dickens's Chnstmas story. I have read it 
many times, and therefore am familiar with a lot of scenes that are 
almost never included in all the movies and productions that come 
out every year It was refreshing in this adaptation to see many of 
these elements included, it really gives one a sense of what a genius 
Dickens was 

I'm afraid, however, that this was done somewhat at the 
expense of the story There was so much emphasis given to 
including never-before-seen bits that we hardly gota sense of what 
the show was about Ms Rittenhouse 1s obviously banking on the 
assumption that most of us know the story, because the character 
ofiScrooge was sounderdeveloped thal he hardly made any journey 
at all, literally or figuratively (he never left his oftice in this show, 
never went home, never saw the knocker. .. andall the spirits came 
tohim at work'). Also, he was forced to act as narrator half the time 
and verbalize exposition elements as if he was thinking out loud 
Hill did an excellent job at trying to make us believe he was making 
achange from a mean-spinted miser to a charitable human being, 
but the scmpt didn't really give him enough to work with. 

Hill wasn't the only actor to put fomh a valiant effort at 
overcoming this skeleton of a script Melackrinos and Podhurec 
gave absolutely stellar performances in several roles, especially 
considenng the fact that they were both last-minute replacements 
trom Frostburg who had just been enlisted the day we attended 
Melackmnos played Bob Crachit with as much tenderness as could 
be mustered in the time allotted, and Podhurec put forth an 
exuberant energy as his daughter Martha while she radiated 
elegance and wisdom as the Ghost of Christmas Past. Ms 
Rittenhouse herself was warmly appealing in all her roles, particu- 
larly that of Mrs. Crachit. The children dida truly fine job, tackling 
cockney accents with the best of them 

The real injustice here is the burden heaped on Michael 
Rexrode, a limited actor at best He was rather effective as 
Marley's ghost, but plaved Scrooge’s nephew Fred and the ghost 
of Chnstmas Present with about as much concentration as . . . an 
actor forced to play three major roles. This is really inexcusable 
since Chas Rittenhouse, a very talented actor himself, sat out this 
production entirely When there 1s such a desperate shortage of 
actors, one simply can’t afford that luxury 

Technically, this show seemed very slapped together. Rexrode's 
use (yes, he did the set too) of a makeshift scnm to show scenes in 
silhouette was a very imaginative way of dealing with a lack of 
funds for set building, and Richard Beitzel’s slides illustrating 19th 
Century London were very effective. But the set was so bare and 
the blocking so uninspired that these ideas were undermined 
rather than looking clever as they were, they simply seemed like 
another cheap cop-out The music provided by Michelle Cole was 
beautifully appropnate. but Dollie Fllhot-Hames’s flashy lighting 
toward the end was annoying and unprofessional. 

Sharing hot chocolate and Chnstmas carols with the audience 
at the end ofthe production was.a warm gesture, but it doesn't make 
up for the fact that the show was only about an hour long, which 
1s ridiculously short for a story of this magnitude. What we have 
here are fabulously talented actors in an infuriatingly (and need- 
lessly) sophomonc production 

I really want to tell people to go to this play, to see rare gems 
from the story and really good acting, and because this kind of thing 
needs to succeed in Garrett County.

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WHY DO GCC's STUDENTS EXCEL?

PART II 

Last week I reported to you on grade inflation and the 
decline of academic standards in higher education, and I told 
you how proud I am of GCC’s faculty because they decided 
five years ago to buck the national trend. Here are some of 
the measures the faculty adopted. Their first and most 
important step was an act of faith and courage. They 
rejected the practice of linking academic standards to 
enrollment. They determined that standards would be based 
on professional judgment of what students should learn, and 
if setting standards high caused students to go elsewhere in 
search of an easier degree, then GCC would lose students, 
and so be it. I am gratified to tell you that the faculty’s 
courage and faith, their willingness to do what is right 
regardless of the consequences, has helped rather than 
harmed the college. At the same time that GCC’s standards 
were toughening, our enrollment trend showed steady 
increase. 

What measures did GCC adopt? It conducted a complete 
review of its academic standards, strengthening standards 
throughout, including higher standards for dean's list and 
honors. It reaffirmed its tough exit requirements for passing 
freshman composition, and it designed and implemented a 
demanding developmental studies program. Developmental 
studies are offered at nearly all colleges and universities in 
the United States. They are designed to help students who 
attend college but are not ready to succeed in regular 
college-level requirements. 

Our developmental program tells students squarely and 
honestly that there is no quick fix. GCC starts each student 
at his or her skill level, and we move the student forward 
from there We have in place a series of sequential cournes

Department. In addition, many presenters wera individuals 
from the Garrett County School System who had exceptional 
expertisa. This training format has been found to be highly 
successful in Garrett County. 

On Tuesday, November 30, staff development activities 
were designed and implemented at each individual school 
through the School Improvement Team process. This is in 
keeping with the recently-adopted county philosophy of 
school-baaed decision making. 

Garrett County in recent years has emphasized training 
for beginning teachers. The first year of teaching is critical 
and requires additional assistance and support from the 
school-based principal as well as the central office. 

Staff development/school improvement is a cyclical effort 
not beginning in August and ending in June. It is never- 
ending and builds on the strengths of previous years and 
improves on the present weaknesses. In other words, staff 
development/school improvement is not an event, but rather 
&@ process. 

Future staff development will need to emphasize the 
school improvement process which has been initiated at the 
Maryland State Department of Education level and is now 
implemented in each local school system. With limited 
resources, the Garrett County Board of Education continues 
to offer appropriate and timely staff training as needs are 
identified.

in reading, writing, and math that are designed to develop 
in under-prepared students the competencies needed for 
college-level work. We also have an elaborate academic 
support system of instructional labs, tutoring, and individual 
attention to help these students succeed. 

Learning to read, write, and compute is fundamental to 
the functioning of one’s mind. These are skills practiced for 
a whole lifetime, and the penalties of depriving oneself of 
these basic competencies are severe and lasting. We believe 
we are giving our students what they need and deserve. 
Sometimes we require students to take extra courses which 
means extra time and money. We understand their 
frustration, but the college has a fundamental choice. We tell

studenta what they want to hear or tell them what they 
need to hear. We have chosen the latter course. 

As I indicated, GCC students who transfer to a Maryiand 
public college are outperforming students from all the other 
community colleges, and in many instances they ara 
outperforming the native students at the collegea to which 
they transfer. Ten percent of our transfer students hold 
perfect 4.0 averages, a figure well beyond the number of 
students who transfer from GCC with a 4.0. Over 50 percent 
of our transfer students are holding “B” averages or better.

mac Garrett's is 9,750 acres. 

With more than 39,000 
acres, Green Ridge State 
Forest is Maryland's second 
largest state forest. It is 
located in eastern Allegany 
County between the Poto- 
mac River and the Mary- 
land-Pennsylvania state line. 
Green Ridge is particularly 
popular with hunters and 
other recreational enthusi- 
asts.

Oakland Area 
Christmas Bird 
Count Scheduled 


The Oakland Christmas 
Bird Count will be hekl on 
December 18, 1993. The 
Oakland Christmas bird 
counters are among the 
more than 43,000 volunteers 
participating in the National 
Audubon Society-Leica Cam- 
era 94th Christmas Bird 
Count, December 17-January 
3 


This year marks the 94th 
anniversary since 27 conser- 
vationists decided to protest 
the traditional bird shoot, 
and instead of killing birds, 
they counted them on 
Christmas Day 1990. The 
event originated as a protest 
to the traditional holiday 
"side hunt” in which teams 
competed to see who could 
shoot the most birds and 
animals in one day. 

Today, volunteers from all 
50 states, every Canadian 
province, parts of Central 
and South America, Bermu- 
da, the West Indies, and 
Pacific islands will count and 
record every individual bird 
and bird species encountered 
during one calendar day. 
More than 1650 individual 
Christinas bird counts will 
be held during a two and a 
half week period. 

Each count group has a 
designated circle 15 miles in 
diameter -- about 177 square 
miles -- where they try to 
cover as much ground as 
possible within a 24-hour 
period. The data collected by 
each count group are then 
sent into National Audubon 
Society headquarters in New 
York. Count data is pub- 

lished in a special book-sized 
edition of American Birds 
magazine. 

Apart from its attraction 
as a social, sporting, and 
competitive event, the annu- 
al count reveals interesting

ISSUE 

The inayor water pollution 
control law, the 1987 revi- 
sion of the 1972 Federal 
Water Pollution Control Act, 
expires in 1993. The re- 
authorization debates will 
consider water pollution 
attributed to surface runoff 
or seepage into ground water 
from agricultural activities, 
particularly livestock, dairy, 
and poultry production. 

Elements of the debate 
include: (1) defining the 
extent of pollution from 
livestock, dairy, and poultry 
production, (2) identifying 
technical solutions, and (3) 
evaluating control alterna- 
tives, including analyzing the 
costs and benefits and effects 
on the regional and interna- 
tional competitiveness of 
US. producers 

CONTEXT 

A 1969 U.S. Department 
of Agriculture (USDA), 
Office of Science and Tech- 
nology, report identified 
animal wastes from confined 
feeding operations as a major 
agricultural pollution prob- 
lem. Since then, there have 
been large public expendi- 
tures on technology develop- 
ment, and demonstration 
and cost-sharing programs to 
reduce water pollution from 
livestock, dairy, and poultry 
production The 1990 farm 
act authorized new water 
quality programs. 


Public concern over the 
contamination of streanis 
and ground water from 
livestock, dairy, and poultry 
wastes is renewing interest 
in producer regulation. Of 
particular concern are degra- 
dation of streams from nitro- 
gen, phosphorus, and patho- 
gens and pollution of ground 
water from nitrogen. Envi- 
ronmental concerns are also 


expending to include air 
quality problems associated 
with ammonia, methane, 
and odors, and other prob- 
lems such as dust, insects, 
rodents, noise, and degradla- 
tion of aesthetics. 

Policies of the 1970's and 
1980's focused on controlling 
point source pollution from 
large cattle feedlots and 
other large livestock produc- 
tion facilities through the 
National Pollution Discharge 
Elimination System 
(NPDES). Renewed interest 
and pressures in the 1990's 
are now focused on the con- 
trol of nonpoint source pollu- 
tion and associated effects on 
ground water quality. One 
source of nonpoint pollution 
is runoff from agricultural 
land, including areas on 
which animal wastes are 
spread.

AT STAKE 

Current regulations to 
control point source pollu- 
tion are generally based on 
standards. Nonpoint source 
contre] programs are devel- 
oped by states, are primarily 
voluntary, and are designed 
to support “designated uses.” 
Coastal zone management 
regulations under consider- 
ation for control of both 
point and nonpoint source 
pollution are focusing on 
technology. Environmental 
requirements imposed on the 
livestock, dairy, and poultry 
industries will directly affect 
the economic viability and 
international competitiveness 
of these industries. There 
are ways to control the run- 
off from animal confinement 
sites as well as nonpoint 
sources at acceptable levels 
and solve other environmen- 
tal problems. However, such 
controls generally impose 
added costs on producers 
and eventually on consum- 
ers. Increased pollution con- 
trol costs may force some 
producers to reduce or cease 
their production, or relocate 
to areas with less environ- 
mental stress. Such costs 
need to be evaluated in con- 
junction with possible bene- 
fits, both for livestock pro- 
ducers and consumers as 
well at the environment. 
Liberalization of trade and 
investment through interna- 
tional agreements will re- 
duce constraints on moving 
livestock products across 
national borders. The com- 
petitiveness of producers in 
more open markets may be 
affected when they compete 
with producers from coun- 
tries with different environ- 
mental regulations or condi- 
tions. 

Debate continues over the 
severity of nonpoint pollu- 
tion associated with livestock 
and poultry. The Environ- 
mental Protection Agency 
(EPA) estimates that animal 
agriculture contributes about 
one-third to one-half of the

Who Uses The Most Pesticides? 

A Neusweek article on lawns in the U.S. noted that 
homeowners use ten times more chemical pesticides per acre 
than farmers do. Also, lawns occupy more land than any 
single crop, including wheat, corn, or tobacco. Pesticide use 
in agriculture does not represent a significant health hazard. 
There are no pesticide residue problems with beef, and, in 
fact, there are no real problems with any food. A paper in 
the Archies of Internal Medicine noted that “the levels of 
synthetic pesticide residues in food seem so low as to be of 
no consequence whatever.” The Food and Drug 
Administration said its total diet studies “confirm the safety 
of the food supply relative to pesticide residues.”

Maryland Corn Production Down 40 Percent 

Corn for grain in Maryland is expected to average 85 
bushels per acre compared to the record high 124 bushels in 
1992. If November 1 expectations are realized, Maryland 
farmers will harvest 410,000 acres of corn and production 
will total 34.9 million bushels, 40 percent less than 58.3 
million bushels harvested in the state during 1992. I would 
expect the yields for Garrett County to be above the state 
average for this year 

Health Insurance Deduction From Income Tax 

The new law restores the deduction that allows self- 
employed individuals, partners, and more than two percent 
S-corporation shareholders to deduct 25 percent of their 
health insurance premiums as above-the-line deductions. 
This break is retroactive to its June 20, 1992 expiration. 
Review your 1992 records and supply your accountant with 
health insurance premiums paid after June 30 during 1992 
so a refund claim can be prepared for 1992. This deduction 
will expire at the end of 1993.

State Leadership Academy 
recognition dinner for partic- 
ipanta at the Holiday Inn, 
Meadowlanda, Washington, 
Pa., on Friday, December 10. 

The Project Site Team for 
Maryland was Dr. Nancy J. 
Priselac from Garrett Com- 
munity College; Jon Loff 
from Allegany Community 
College; and Tom Jones, 
executive director of Garrett 
County Economic Develop- 
ment. 

Participants being recog- 
nized for completing the 
Leadership Academy include 
James Garner Jr., Janna 
Naylor, Terry Norris, Jane 
Paulsen, Anna Marie Wil- 
liamson, John Williamson, 
and Lillian Woods. Other 
persons who completed indi- 
vidual modules will also be 
recognized. 

The Leadership Academy 
was an initiative of the Mon 
Valley Network. The Net- 
work consists of the 18-coun- 
ty Monongahela River basin 
which extends from north 
central West Virginia into 
southwestern Pennsylvania 
and Western Maryland. 

The Mon Valley Tri-State 
Leadership Academy, with 
support from the W.K. Kell- 
ogg Foundation, has pi- 


oneered training for regional 
leadership and community 
and economic development. 

The curriculum for the 
Leadership Academy consist- 
ed of four modules which 
dealt with 1) the Valley's 
Economy and Its People, 2) 
Social and Political Aspects 
of Human and Organization- 
al Behavior, 3) Organization 
Dynamics, 4) Grantsman- 
ship, Research, and Program 
Evaluation. Each module 
consisted of 30 hours of 
study over a 10-week period. 

A site team was organized 
ion each state with a three- 
person lead instructional 
team at each site. At the 
sites, individuals were pre- 
sented with an overview of 
the role of leadership in 
economic and community 
development activities. Par- 
ticipants explored the basis 
of leadership development 
and goal-striving. Partici- 
pants were required to devel- 
op an individual course-long 
project that would promote 
economic development of the 
region. At the conclusion of 
the third module, each site 
team developed a group 
project from the list of indi- 
vidual projects.

Prevention Month 


"Let’s Take A Stand! 
Friends Don’t Let Friends 
Drive Drunk" is the theme 
for this December's National 
Drunk and Drugged Driving 
(3-D) Prevention month. The 
Garrett County Health 
Department has joined a 
coalition of national organi- 
zations, including the Na- 
tional Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration 
(NHTSA) and the Center for 
Substance Abuse Prevention 
(CSAP), as a sponsor of the 
campaign. 

A decade of combined 
efforts by NHTSA, the 
media, and many public and 
private organizations and 
volunteers has demonstrated 
that prevention works to 
reduce impaired driving, 
according to a spokesperson. 
3-D Prevention Month and 
other strategies are credited 
with saving lives and reduc- 
ing both injury and property 
damage. In 1992, about 
17,700 Americans died in 
crashes involving drivers and 
pedestrians impaired by 
alcohol and other drugs, 
making it the lowest figure 
in 30 years. 

Safety belts are the best 
defense against drivers who 
are impaired by alcohol or 
other drugs. Research has 
shown that safety belts 
reduce the risk of fatal or 
serious injury to the front- 
seat pasaengers by 45-50%. 
In 1991 alone, proper belt 
use saved 4,682 lives, aaid 
the spokesperson. 

Efforts that have been 
most effective in increasing 
safety belt use and reducing 
motor vehicle crash injuriea 
include mandatory safety 
belt use laws, that have 
already been passed in 44 
states, and the continued 
support of combined public 
informationandenforcement 
programs at both the state 
and local levels. In 1990, 
fewer than 50% of Ameri-

or aperitif is a sufficient 
gift for a meal, unexpect- 
ed event, or gesture of 
friendship. 

¢ A bottle of well-cho- 
sen rare wine (for connois- 
seurs only), or a case of 
good champagne, wine, or 
liquor is a good selection 
for significant occasions. 

In addition to a bottle 
of wine or a spirit, you 
may want to put together 
a package that includes 
accessories such as per- 
sonalized labels, an ice 
crusher, bar towels. mar- 
tini pitcher and stirrer, 
coasters, cocktail napkins 
or specialty glasses.

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Attorney General Gives Advice 
On Retailers’ Refund Policies 


“Especially during difficult 
economic times, consumers 
want to be assured the things 
they buy -- including gifts for 
others -- can be returned or 
exchanged,” according to Mary- 
land Attorney General J. Jo- 
seph Curran dr. In the latest 
issue of “Tips for Tough Times.” 
he advises consumers to check 
out a store's refund policy be- 
fore making any purchases, in- 
cluding hohday gifts. 

Consumers should know 
that Maryland has a refund 
rule, Curran says in the one- 
page monthly consumer alert 
publication produced by his of- 
fice. The rulesays thatifa store 
imposes limitations on refunds 
or returns, the merchant must 
disckose its policy in writing on 
the sales receipt, a clearly vis- 
ible store sign, or a label on the 
merchandise. The rule does not 
apply to foods and perishable 
goods, custom-made orcustom- 
altered merchandise, according 
to the publication. 

If the store has not stated its 
policy and the consumer returns 
the item in good condition within 
a reasonable pcriod of time, the 


consumer may assume the mer- 
chanthas norefund limitations. 
“In such a case, you'd be en- 
titled to a merchandise ex- 
change, cash or credit refund, 
depending upon your original 
transaction,” Curran said. “But 

even if there is nopost-d policy, 
it's best to ask the store about 
its refund policy before buying, 
rather than be disappvuinted or 
inconvemenced later.” 

Regardless of the store's re- 
turn policy, if the item is defec- 
tive, merchants are required to 
repair it, replace it or give a 
refund. “Make sure the store 
understands you are returning 
the item because it was defec- 
tive,” Curran explained. 

To ensure that gift recipi- 
ents receive arefund for the full 
amount paid, rather than a re- 
fund for the sale price, the pub- 
lication suggests purchasersask 
the store for a gift slip at the 
timeofpurchasetoenclose with 
the gift. They can also enclose 
the receipt in a sealed envelope 
that the recipient can open if 
the gift will be returned. With 
any purchase, consumers 
should keep all receipts as evi-

Vacation Homes 
Are Vandalized: 
Losses Over $8,000 


Two vacation homes 
located in the Mountainside 
Development on Rt. 219 
were apparently broken into 
and vandalized last week. 
Numerous items were stolen 
from the homes, with losses 
totalling over $8,000. The 
Garrett County Sheriffs 
Office is currently investigat- 
ing the incidents. 


The first was reported on 
Dec. 10 by Bradley H 
Thompson, Wheeling, W.Va.

within four hours after the 
accident ” 

The contractors felt that 
the language did not clarify 
the difference between an 
“accident” and an “incident.” 
The drivers were concerned 
that something as uncompli- 
cated as sliding on ice while 
backing out of a driveway 
may be considered an “acci- 
dent” and would lead to 
costly time-consuming test- 
Ing. 

The association then 
presented the board with 
three alternatives to the 
paragraph in question. The 
third one presented was 
recommended by Superinten- 
dent Jerome Ryscavage, and 
the board voted unanimously 
to change the policy wording 
to that written by the associ- 
ation members. The policy 
language above will be re- 
placed with the following: 

"An ‘accident or incident’ 
shall be defined as any oc- 
currence in which the school 
bus is involved that results 
in a death, personal injury 
andor property damage in 
excess of $500, and the bus 
driver is issued a citation.

Friendsville

The Alford plea, made in 
September, is an acknowl- 
edgment that enough 
evidence exists for a 
conviction but is not 
necessarily an admission of 
guilt. 

The agreement made in 
the cnse against Schlosnagle 
allowed that he could seek a 
revision of the verdict to a 
probation before judgment 
verdict if he complied with 
the terms of his probation, 
and State’s Attorney 
Lawrence V. Kelly reportedly 
indicated that the state 
would not contest the 
revision. 

According to court 
reports, Schlosnagle was 
previously convicted of 
battery and currently has a 
separate indecent exposure 

‘case pending in Garrett 
County District Court. 

According to published 
reports, Judge Sharer 
indicated that if Schlosnagle 
were to be convicted in the 
case thet is now pending 
against him, he would not be 
able to grant a revision later 
in the case scheduled for 
sentencing on Monday. 

The case involves 
Schlosnagle allegedly having 
exposed himself to a man 
operating a motorcycle at 
the Country Club Mall 
parking lot in LaVale last 
New Year's Eve.

As another year winds down and we scan the face of 
this old world for trouble spots, there are many en- 
couraging and positive situations that make us rest 
somewhat easier than we did dumng the nearly three 
decades of the cold war bet ween freedom and commu- 
niem The United States ia now the single moet 
powerful nation on earth, as the former Soviet Union 
is disbanded and the struggle for democracy is under- 
way in most of the nations that were previously ruled 
by communism 

However, while we az a nation do not seem to be in 
imminent danger, there are certainly hot spots in the 
world that demand our attention and concern. Among 
them are Somalia. Bosnia, and, as always, the nations 
of the Middle East. But the nation which represents 
the greatest threat to us and the rest of the world night 
now is North Korea. and we are well advised to pro- 
ceed with great care and caution in dealing with this 
communist holdout. 

North Korea is sometimes referred to as the “hermit 
country,” as it continues to block out the rest of the 
world and keep its people ignorant of what really goes 
on outside of their borders. There is certainly no CNN 
television network there that reveals to the citizenry 
the capabilities of the U.S. military, for example. The 
newspapers and airwaves are instead loaded with mis- 
leading propaganda that is typical of communist rule 

The most fmghtening aspect of this situation is that 
North Korea has nuclear weaponry that is no doubt 
being advanced and refined on a daily basis. The 
nation also has a history of taking the offensive and 
mounting an attack, as we so painfully experienced 43 
years ago. 

We presently have about 35,000 armed services per- 
sonnel! stationed in South Korea, all of whom we be- 
lieve are in great danger nght now. If North Korea 
were to suddenly invade with its hundreds of thou- 
sands of troops or launch some kind of air attack. 
many thousands of our troops would probably pensh. 
In fact, given our outstanding air and sea military 
capabilities, perhaps it is time to withdraw most of our 
troops from South Korea. 

It seems that President Clinton is well aware of the 
situation, as he continues to apply pressure on North 
Korea to renounce nuclear weapons and allow inspec- 
tions of nuclear sites. Diplomatic efforta are also 
planned, not only by the United States, but also the 
United Nations, as UN Secretary General Boutros 
Boutros-Ghali has announced plans to visit North 
Korea this month. It is hoped that the leaders of North 
Korea will respond in a positive way and suspend al! 
thoughts of military action. 

It was just last week that we remembered and once 
again paid respects to the victims of Pear! Harbor. We 
certainly do not want to ever have to set aside another 
day of remembrance for a second Pear! Harbor event 
in South Korea.

Marylanders 
can now review campaign 
finance reports for local 
General Assembly candidates 
at their county boards of 
elections. After years of 
defeating a local filing re- 
quirement, the General 
Assembly passed this reform 
in 1993 ‘effective October 1). 
Persistent lobbying by Del. 
Jean Roesser and Sen. 
Idamae Garrott, and by 
Common Cause. MD paid off. 
A quick review of local 
boards of elections shows 
that most legislators have 
complied with the new law 
Despite thisimprovement, 
Maryland’scampaign finance 
disclosure laws remain woe- 
fully lacking. Unlike federal 
law, Maryland leaves citizens 
in the dark about the eco- 
nomic interests of large 
individual campaign contri- 
butors. In 1994, Common 
ne ng ee 











Cause MD will again lobby 
for legislation, sponsored by 
Del. Gil Genn, that would 
require disclosure of the 
occupation and employer of 
those contributing $250 or 
more. 

Another flaw in Maryland 
law allows huge contribu- 
tions given late in a cam- 
paign to go unreported until 
after Election Day. Del 
Dana Dembrow is sponsor- 
ing a bill to require that 
large contributions given in 
the final two weeks of elec- 
tions be disclosed within 48 
hours. 

Yet another shortcoming 
allows candidates who have 
non-continuing and personal 
treasurer committees to 
avoid filing campaign reports 
until two weeks before the 
primary (continuing commit- 
tees must file at least annu- 
ally). Since two candidates 
for Attorney General have 
non-continuing committees, 
no information will be avail- 
able about their campaign 
contributions until August 
1994. Del. Kenneth Monta- 
gue will sponsor legislation 
in the 1994 session to close 
this loophole. 


Candidates for state and 
county office will raise mil- 
lions of dollars in campaign 
contributions for the 1994 
election. To cast informed 
votes, Marylanders need 
comprehensive and timely 
campaign finance informa- 
tion about who's funding 
political campaigns

But the fact is that every 
minute of every day a pre- 
cious life is ruined by some- 
one who has a disease -- 
someone who is sick enough 
to prey upon an innocent 
child, unable to defend itself, 
not old enough to realize 
what is happening. If they 
do realize what is happening, 
they are probably too fright- 
ened to say "No," or keep it 
from happening. 

You see, to put it plain 
and simple, there are chil- 
dren as young as six months 
to one year who have had to 
have corrective surgery to 
repair the damage done by 
someone who gets their 
kicks off of sexually abusing 
children. The offenders usu- 
ally don’t feel any remorse;

Emergency School Closings And Delays 

This was written In conjunction with Clark 
Sharpless, Director of Transportation with the Board 
of Education. 

Each year the decision to delay, close, or dismiss schools 
early attracts a great deal of attention. Because of harsh 
winter weather, living in Garrett County can be more 
complicated than in any other county in Maryland. Because 
of the vastness of this county and the variety of weather 
fronts which may confront it, a decision to delay, close, or 
operate as usual may be very difficult to make. 

After road conditions around the county have been 
reviewed by the director of transportation, a summary of 
those road conditions along with status reports of highway 
crews and the most recent local weather forecasts are 
provided to the superintendent of schools. A preliminary 
decision is then made at approximately 5:30 sm. by the 
superintendent. If time permits and weather forecasts are 
uncertain, additional road checks may be made and other 
information is compiled for additional review. Once the 
superintendent makes a final decision, the director of 
transportation contacts radio stations by 6 a.m. to inform

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Goldstein Says 
To Beware Of 
Mail Order Ads 


State Comptroller Louis 
A. Goldstein says Maryland 
residents should beware of 
advertisements encouraging 
them to purchase beer or 
wine from out-of-state sup- 
phlers. “Maryland law does 
not permit the retail sale of 
any alcoholic beverages, in- 
dustry beer, wine or distilled 
spirits, by anyone other than 
a licensed establishment,” he 
said. “We've been getting 
questions from individuals 
who have received advertise- 
ments in the mail from out- 
of-state wineries or beer 
suppliers, encouraging them 
to place orders by mail or 
telephone. This may be espe- 
cially tempting around the 
holidays.” 

The comptroller noted 
that these kinds of unregu- 
lated sales pose the danger 
of underage purchases and 
tax avoidance. Under Mary- 
land law, the distribution of 
alcoholic beverages is con- 
trolled as it flows from the 
manufacturing to the whole- 
sale and retail levels. Retail 
customers may purchase 
only from licensed retail 
establishments. 

Maryland's tax on wine is 
{0 cents per gallon, the tax 
on heer is nine cents per 
gallon and the tax on dis- 
tilled spirits is $1.50 per gal- 
lon The Comptroller's Office 
collects those taxes at the 
manufacturing or wholesale 
levels. 

As questions and com- 
plaints have been received, 
the Alcohol and Tobacco Tax 
Unit of the Comptroller's 
Office has contacted both the 
out-of-state suppliers and 
their Maryland customers to 
educate them about Mary- 
land law. Under the law, 
consumers may bring in no 


no more than two quarts in 
any calendar month 

The Comptroller's Office 
offers a brochure to tell 
consumers what they should 
know about alcohol and 
tobacco tax laws, including 
those that apply to beverages 
brought in from outside the 
United States. The brochure

undergo a series of tests 
which will help specialists 
determine if there is any 
further trace of cancer in his 
system 

“We thought everyone 
who has helped us in any 
way needed to know what 
was happening with Rhyan 
as we go along, said Tina 
McKenzie, Rhyan’s mother 
We want evervone to con- 
tinue lifting Rhyan up with 
prayer. This cancer has 
made us put our priorities in 
order. Now the statistics 
concerning cancer of any 
kind are not just numbers to 
us” 

Physicians have told the 
family that this sort of can- 
cer is often not detected 
until it has spread to several 
organs, but in Rhyan’s case, 
it was caught early and had 
apparently only affected the 
kidney. 

"They've told us how 
lucky we were to have found 
it go early,” his mother said. 
This coming vear will be 
critical - if we can just get

through it, we have a good 
chance” 

Rhyan’s father is Rodney 
McKenzie, and he has one 
brother and one sister, Rod- 


ney Jr., 7, and Alyson, 4 

‘We really wanted to say 
thank you to all the people 
who have reached out to our 
family during this time,” said 
Mrs. McKenzie. “The calls, 
the cards, and the visits have 
meant so much. The support 
we have received has been 
overwhelming - even from 
people we do not know and 
may never know. God is 
showing us many miracles as 
we go through this.” 

Rhvan’s home health 
nurse is Phyllis Roque, and 
the family expressed their 
satisfaction with her care of 
the baby, and also wished to 
thank churches and commu- 
nity groups who have prayed 
for him. Benefits have been 
held for him to help defray 
costs as well, Mrs. McKenzie 
said. 

‘The support will never 
be forgotten,” she said. She 
also commended the support 
of Rhyan's grandparents:

Continued from Page \ 1 
ministration to Penelec 

Regarding the fee struc- 
ture, Belmonte said, "We're 
pleased that a public hearing 
will be held sometime in 
January to address that 
issue. We think the fees 
should be distributed among 
all users of the lake in an 
equitable fashion. As it 
stands now. people who rent 
boats and use them on the 
lake pay no user fees at all.” 

He said that issue is even 
more of a concern now since 
Penelec has announced it 
intends to realize a return 
on its investment. As a re- 
sult, user fees will increase, 
making equitable distribu- 
tion a more pertinent con- 
cern 

Highlights of the agree- 
ment are as follows: 

*The initial term of the 
agreement is for five years 
with automatic renewal 
unles¢ either party cancels 
the agreement, in writing, at 
least one full Maryland fiscal 
year ahead of time 

*DNR will be paid 
$375,000 a year, out of per- 
mit fees, for the cost of man- 
aging recreation on the lake. 

*The lake manager's 
duties will focus on recre-

ational management. 

*DNR will continue to 
provide services in the areas 
of police protection with 
Natural Resources Police 
(NRP), fisheries manage- 
ment, and water resources 
management. 

*Public access on the 
buffer strip (to fish, walk, 
etc.) will continue as is cur- 
rently permitted. 

“Current DNR regula- 
tions and recreational man- 
agement goals will remain in 
effect. 

*Penelec will limit its 
property rights with respect 
to the buffer strip. Penelec 
would sell only under the 
following conditions: 

1) in connection with 
Penelec's sale of the lake 
and dam; 

2) in the unlikely event 
that the lake is drained and 
the dam is breached; 

3) in connection with the 
resolution of boundary dis- 
putes; or 

4. for those buy-down 
properties approved by 
FERC on Oct. 2, 1991. 

Penelec owns the land 
surrounding the lake and 
lake bottom. The State of 
Maryland owns the water 
and is in the process of per- 
mitting the use of that water 
to Penelec through the DNR 
Water Resources Administra- 
tion’s water use and appro- 
priation process. 

Penelec said that de-regu- 
lation of public utilities sig- 
nificantly influences its view 
of each of its projects. 

‘We are pleased that we 
were able to reach an agree- 
ment with the State of 
Maryland so that users of 
Deep Creek Lake can contin- 
ue to enjoy all of the recre- 
ational activities available,” 
said Penelec President Rob- 
ert L. Wise. "This agreement 
demonstrates that industry 
and government can and do 
work together for the benefit 
of all.” 

In May 1989, Penelec 
filed a petition for a declara- 
tory order asking FERC to 
vacate the license for the 
Deep Creek Lake Hydroelec- 


tric Project. As an alterna- 
tive, Penelec instead asked 
FERC to declare that it lacks 
jurisdiction to require Pene- 
lec to obtain a new license 
after the existing license 
expires on December 31, 
1993. 

In September 1991, FERC 
ordered that Penelec was not 
required to obtain a new 
federal license. On January 
1, 1994, the Deep Creek 
Lake Project will cease to be 
regulated by FERC and will 
then fall under the laws and 
regulations of the State of 
Maryland. Maryland has no 
requirement that a landown- 
er must provide for public 
recreation on private proper- 
ty. As a corporate policy, 
Penelec has chosen to con- 
tinue to provide recreation 
on Deep Creek Lake, with 
the State of Maryland (DNR) 
continuing its role as recre- 
ational manager 

"In the past,” said DNR 
Secretary Brown, ‘Penelec 
was required to provide 
recreation at Deep Creek 
Lake. Now, Penelec is volun- 
tarily providing recreation to 
the citizens of Maryland. We 
are proud to be selected by 
Penelec to manage that 
recreation.” 

Fees for the recreational 
use of Deep Creek Lake 
must cover DNR’a operation- 
al costs as well as Penelec’s 
expected return. 

Those fees will be distrib- 
uted across all users of the 
facility and will be estab- 
lished using the process that 
is currently defined in state 
law. Penelec is still discuss- 


ing the fee structure and is 
expected to release that 
information in January.

The education board

The school 
officials were instructed to 
meet with IAC personnel 
Tuesday to reaffirm the local 
fiscal authority’s support of 
the decision 

Travelling to Baltimore 
Tuesday were Ryscavage, 
Beverly Murphy, board presi- 
dent; and loard members 
Charlotte Sebold and Han- 
nah Sincell. 

Ryscavage said the IAC’s 
answer will be announced 
within a month. 

Year-Around School 

The issue of a year- 
around school calendar was 
discussed by the local board. 
The idea has been expressed 
by the Maryland State Board 
of Education, and in an 
informational release, the 
state board contends that 
the benefits of a year-around 
school operation include 
higher student achievement, 
alleviation of over-crowding, 
better opportunities for “at- 
risk” students, improved 
teacher and student atten- 
dance, reduced vandalism 
costs, and frequent breaks 
for teachers students to relax 
and pursue other recreation- 
al activities. 

The local board, however, 
expressed the concern that 
Garrett County schools are 
not overcrowded at the pres-

the public and the school bus contractors drivers. 

Occasionally a decision is made based upon current 
weather forecasts and read conditions, but the weather 
changes drastically, making the decision appear foolhardy. 
When this occurs, it is crucial that parents play an active 
role in deterinining whether or not to send their children to 
whool If parents consider the road conditions too dangerous 
to travel, they sliould not allow their children to travel on 
the school bus. In addition, in the event that schools are 
hismissed early, parents should make prior arrangements to 
have their children received at the school bus stop location. 

A summary of suggestions for Garrett County students 
riding schoo] buses during the winter months are 1) Dress 
warmly during winter months - boots, winter coats, gloves, 
lat, ete., 2) Attempt to arrive at the stop location five 
minutes prior to the scheduled bus arrival times; 3) Stay off 
the traveled portion of the roadway while awaiting the 
arrival of the school bus. More accidents occur at the bus 
stop than occur while students are on board the school bus; 
and 4' Parents should make sure that the bus has arrived 
and students are on board. Road conditions, mechanical 
fuulure, and delays may result in a late arrival of the school 
bus. Be sure to listen to radio stations for announcements of 
possible delays. 

We live in an area prone to rapid changes in weather 
fronts and contrasting climatic conditions. It is a shared 
responsibility between the school system and the home to 
assist students in learning how to cope with our climate and 
te assure each student's safety.

I do not deny the importance of being able to support 
neself and one’s family. A higher education is typically a 
ticket to a good job, but not only because people are 
prepared very specifically for a line of work. The world is 
changing too rapidly for any specific preparation to be useful 
for very long What employers want are people who can 
think, learn, and adapt to new circumstances. In short what 
one needs to be successful for a lifetime is a good mind. 

Few peuple exercise daily, yet few people deny the value 
of daily exercise. They understand that fitness contributes to 
physical health. People want their bodies to function well for 
a lifetime. A physically fit body means control of one’s 
destiny, the freedom to do what one wants to do. Like the 
body, the mind 1s a remarkably versatile instrument: it can 
calculate, reason, remember, and imagine, to name just a few 
of its abilities. It too is a source of personal power, and the 
more one exercises and cultivates one's mental abilities, the 
more one can control his or her destiny. 

Each function of mind is a function that can be 
strengthened and developed through exercise. To leave any 
part of the mind undeveloped is to leave a human potential 
tunted and incapacitated. For these reasons | never 
apologize to students who complain that they are being 
torced to learn useless, boring material they don’t need. | 
never even try to justify to them why they should learn 
wience, history, mathematics, literature, or philosophy. My 
response is simple and blunt, and students hate it. I tell 
them, “Learning this material good is for you. My job is to 
figure out what is good for the development of your mind. 
You don't have to accept my judgment. But if you want a 
degree here, this is the material you are required to learn” 
End of discussion. 

As GCC's president, what I believe influences the college 
and its direction Since GCC is your college, you should 
know what I beheve. Good jobs await those with good minds, 
and | believe that the singlemost important purpose of a 
higher education is the mind’s fullest development. I did not 
invent this position My view 1s in fact at least as old as 
Plato My fervent hope is that educators and society will 
form an alliance to see to it that this ancient wisdom is fully 
and hastily restured.

Economic Benefits 


Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources (PNR) 
Secretary Torrey C. Brown, 
\{ D., has reported that 
during 1991 nearly two 
million Maryland residents 
{53 percent of the popula- 
tion) enjoyed wildlife- 
associated activities and 
spent more than three- 
quarters of: a billion dollars 
on related expenditures 
within the state. 

Results cf recently 
released U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service (USFWS) 
1991 National Survey of 
Fishing, Hunting and 
Wildlife-Associated Recre- 
ation show the economic 
benefits being returned to 
the state from these activi- 
ties. 

Nationally, survey results 
show that the trend for 
wildlife-related recreation 
continues to grow. For 
example, during the period 
1985 to 1990 the number of 
recreationists who took trips 
away from home from the 
primary purpose of observ- 
ing, feeding or photograph- 
ing wildlife increased by 10 
percent. 

"Wildlife-associated 
recreation brings many 
outdoor enthusiasts to the 
vast natural areas Maryland 
has to offer," Governor 
William Donald Schaeter 
said. "The great numbers of 
citizens using these resourc-

The USFWS survey 
responses reveal in Maryland 
during 1991: 

*467,000 residents were 
anglers; 

*129,000 residents were 
hunters; and 

*nearly 1.5 million people 
took part in non-consump- 
tive activities. 

Equally impressive is the 
dollar amount spent by these 
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residents on their recreation- 
al pursuits during 1991: 

*Fishing - $283 million; 

*Hunting - $161 million; 
and 

*Non-consumptive - $270 
million. 

"The results of this na- 
tional survey indicate hunt- 
ing, fishing and non-con- 
sumptive activities as impor- 
tant aspects of wildlife-relat- 
ed programs both in Mary- 
land and across the nation,” 
Dr. Brown said. "Monies 
generated from licenses and 
the federal excise tax on 
hunting and fishing equip- 
ment are returned directly to 
wildlife-enhancing programs 
and projects. But often unap- 
preciated is the tremendous 
economic benefit to the State 
from fishing, hunting and 
other wildlife-related recre- 
ation. These activities are 
important sources of jobs, 
tourism, tax revenue and 
general economic activity.” 

The survey, funded by the 
payment of excise taxes by 
hunters, anglers and boaters 
for purchases of sporting 
arms ammunition, fishing 
equipment and motorboat 
fuels, collects data from the 
U.S. Bureau of Census. 

Divided into two parts, 
the survey formulates. esti- 
mates both by state and 
nationally pertaining to U.S. 
residents’ participation in 
and expenditures on outdoor 
recreational activity such as 
observing, feeding and pho- 
tographing wildlife. 

The accumulated date, 
used by natural resources 
agencies, conservation orga- 
nizations and related indus- 
tries: 

*estimates demands for 
wildlife-related recreation; 

*evaluates economic im- 
pacts of local and national 
expenditures; and 

*identifies trends in fish 
and wildlife-associated activi- 
ties. 


The samples include 
40,000 potential anglers and 
hunters and 28,000 potential 
non-consumptive partici- 
pants selected to be inter- 
viewed by telephone three 
times at four-month inter- 
vals over the course of the 
year. The methods differ 
from those used previously 
where one-time, in-person 
interviews were conducted. 
Interviews for the 1991 
survey were completed in 
March 1992.

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United Methodist Parish Travels 
To Whnoiw To Assist Flood Vietims

lhe Northern Garrett 
Parish of the United Meth 
odist Church organized a 
trip to Jerseyville, Ill, to 
help the victims of the 1993 
spring and summer flood. A 
total of 41 people left Gar- 
rett County on November 17 
by bus and traveled 750 
miles to aid the flooded 


The churches that were 
represented on the trip were 
the Deep Creek Lake Charge 
of the UM. Church (Hoyes, 
Mcllenry, and Paradsse 
churches), Grantsville 
Charge (State Line, Emman- 
uel, and St. Paul's Jennings), 
Mt. Zion United Methodist 
Church, Cherry Glade Men- 
nonite Church, Deep Creek 
Lake Baptist Church, Oak 
Grove Church of the Breth- 
ren, and Lakeside Assembly 
of God. 

lhe workers were divided 
into three work groups 
which were assigned to dif- 
ferent farms. They walked 
the fields and gathered de- 
bris left when the water 
receded. Many of the fields 
are still flooded. The work 
was vital to the farms in 
order to have their fields 
ready for planting in the 
spring. One farmer com- 
mented that the work done 
by the group in two days 
would have taken him two 
months. 

In total, the group 
cleaned over 500 acres of 
farmland. They also removed 
satnd bag walls that had been 
constructed to prevent flood- 


ing One group helped a 
farmer get a partially de- 
stroyed machine shed ready 
for winter by removing dam- 
aged stwel roofing and replac- 
ing damaged roof trusses. 

Money for the trip was 
raised through donations 
from various people, church- 
es, organizations, and busi- 
nesses. The group took all of 
their own food along, as well 
as food for the Food Bank 
for the flood victims. The 
group delivered over $1,500 
worth of food supplies, clean- 
ing supplies, Christmas deco- 
rations, wrapping paper, 
tools, and clothing to a free 
food bank set up by the 
Jerseyville churches to help 
flooded out families. 

The economy of the area 
has been seriously disrupted 
by the loss ofi crops and 
farm-related jobs. In the 
flooded area around Jersey- 
ville, 700 of the 900 homes 
in the lowland valley have 
been totally destroyed. The 
damage was done, not so 
much by the water itself, but 
by high winds that came up, 
creating huge waves that 
literally beat the homes, 
barns, and out buildings to 
pieces.

House Ag Panel Debates 
USDA Reorganization Plan 


The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture's proposals for 
reorganization were the fo- 
cus of a House Agriculture 
subcommittee hearing last 
week 

The panel also plans to 
hold nine field hearings on 
the subject this month and 
next, and is scheduled to 
mark up the legislation (H.R. 
3171) on Feb. 8. 

The measure, introduced 
by House Agriculture Com- 
mittee Chairman E “Kika” 
de la Garza (D-Texas), pro- 
vides the authority that 
USDA is secking to imple 
ment the changes unveiled 
as part of the "reinventing 
USDA" initiative announced 
in September. 

It would give the agricul- 
ture secretary broader au- 
thority to institute the re- 
forms he believes are neces- 
sary to improve USDA’s 
structure and management, 
starting with Washington- 
based operations and person- 
nel. 

Rep. Charles Stenholm 
(D-Texas), chairman of the 
House Agriculture Subcom- 
mittee on Department Oper- 
ations and Nutrition, said 
the reorganization proposal 
has raised many questions. 

“This legislation in its 
present form could open the 
door to dramatic, even his- 
toric, improvements in the 
way USDA does business, at 
a potential cost savings to 
taxpayers,” Stenholm said. 
“It is important that commit- 
tee members have a clear 
understanding of how the 
secretary intends to imple- 
ment this authority, and 
how it will affect the delivery 
of programs at the local lev- 
el.” 

The main subject dis- 
cussed at last week's hearing 
concerned the relationship 
between the Farm Service 
Agency and the National 
Resource Conservation Ser- 
vice. USDA Deputy Secre- 
tary Richard Rominger, 
testifying at the hearing, 
explained that the adminis- 
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tration intends for the Soil 
Conservation District boards 
and the Farm Service Agen- 
cy committee to have joint 
authority over decisions that 
apply for farm conservation 
issues. Most subcommittee 
members expressed concern 
about this arrangement. 

“The competing issues 
point out the need to provide 
USDA with the stature and 
credibility as an agency that 
can provide technical advice 
and adequately manage farm 
conservation programs, 
which lends support for 
consolidating all conserva: 
tion programs into a single 
agency,” said Rob Nooter, an 
American Farm Bureau 
Federation governmental 
relations director. "On the 
other hand, farmers and 
legislators are concerned 
that such an agency will be 
further removed from the 
clients that it serves and will 
be less responsive to local 
control. 

Field hearings are sched- 
uled this week in Macon, 
Ga.; Marion, Ark.; and 
Grand Island, Neb. A hear- 
ing in Waco, Texas. has been 
set for Jan. 18. 

Prior to the Waco hear- 
ing. the subcommittee in- 
tends to hold hearings in 
Wisconsin, North Dakota 
and Indiana. Hearings in 
California and Pennsylvania 
are tentatively s-t for late 
January but plans have not 
been finalized. 

On a separate track, 
USDA is finalizing its imple- 
mentation plans for the 
closing andor merger of 
approximately 1,300 county 
offices. Those plans do not 
require legislative approval 
and could be imposed by 
administrative action.

than not, the answer is, "I don’t know exactly, but I can give 
you a ball-park figure.” 

To survive in today’s competitive business arena, it 
becomes critical that the dairy farm business manager knows 
exactly the costs associated with production. As the 
production costs and income received squeeze closer 
together, there has to be adjustments in the business 
operation in order to maintain the necessary cash flow to 
pay the bills and to provide the family a pay check for living 
expenses. 

Most of your production costs will fall into two categories: 
Fixed costs and variable costs. Fixed costs include such items 
as interest on intermediate and long-term debts, taxes, 
building and equipment maintenance, rent, etc. Just 
remember that fixed costs are costs that remain constant no 
matter the number of animal units or acres of crops. 
Variable costs include such items as feed, fertilizer, 
pesticides, animal health care, breeding fees, etc. These costs 
do not remain stable; in fact, they can fluctuate quite a bit. 

The farm manager needs to know these costs. 
Alternatives to reduce fixed costs are limited. You can reduce 
the fixed cost per cow by increasing the number of cows. 
But, on the other hand, you may have to invest in additional 
facilities to allow for expansion. The other alternative may 
be to sell off some assets, such as land or equipment. The 
“red flag” in this situation is you may be operating off of the 
asset money rather than money received through the 
business operation. 

Variable cost adjustments allow the manager more 
latitude in reducing costs. You can start by looking at the 
feed costs. Is the ration cost effective in providing maximum 
economic return per cwt of milk produced? Can I reduce feed 
costs 25 cents per cow per day and still maintain milk 
production? Can I save on fertilizer costs by blending the 
fertilizer to supply exactly the needs of the crops? Can I 
improve the hay harvesting schedule to increase nutrient 
levels? These questions and many more can be analyzed to 
see if variable costs can be reduced. 

If you don’t know exactly (to the penny) your cost of 
producing milk, my advice would be to put this situation on 
your "High To-Do Priority Lists.” If you need assistance, just 
give me a call. 


Farmers Organize For. The “Common 
Interest Of American Agriculture" 


"The farmers of America 
are today making history.” 
Those words of Harvey 
Sconce, president of the IIli- 
nois Agriculture Association, 
resonated throughout the 
ballroom of Chicago’s La- 
Salle Hotel on Nov. 12, 1919.

Farm Bureau representatives 
had laid plans for the nation- 
al organizing meeting 
Though the challenges facing 
farmers were clear, there 
was initial disagreement on 
what course of action the 
new organization should 
take. 

Delegates from the East- 
ern states felt education 
should be the major fupc- 
tion. Midwesterners believed 
the government and Exten- 
sion Service were placing too 
much emphasis on produc- 
tion, so the national organi- 
zation should work on the 
problems of marketing and 
distribution. Some believed 
Farm Bureau should be 
organized into four or more 
regional organizations. 

There wasn’t a consensus 
at first, but the views of 
Iowa representative James 
Howard prevailed. He 
termed the phrase “oneness.” 
Howard would become the 

organization’sfirst president. 

“The common interest of 
American agriculture far 
outweighs sectional or indi- 
vidual differences,” said 
Howard. 

Delegates to the organiz- 
ing meeting spent much of 
their time debating the pro- 
posed constitution. They also 
discussed what to name the 
new organization. Many 
delegates preferred the 
American Agricultura! Asso- 
ciation. But “Farm Bureau” 
had become a household 
word in rural areas so the 
delegates finally agreed on 
the American Farm Bureau 
Federation. 

The delegates left the 
1919 organizing meeting 
with a sense of purpose and 
excitement. Each state was 
asked to ratify the constitu- 
tion, thus approving their 
membership in the national 
organization. By the end of 
1920, 30 states had formally 
joined. 

From the beginning, they 
got it right. As one delegate 
to that first meeting said: 
"We shall organize, not to 
fight or antagonize, but to 
cooperate and construct, and 
arrange our affairs and the 
business of agriculture in a 

broad, business-minded man- 
ner. It should be a construc- 
tive policy, not a destructive 
policy.” 1 

Those weren't just high- 
minded sounding words. The 
War to End All Wars had 
changed the world. Some 
other kind of farm organiza- 
tion was needed, something 
different than the farm pro- 
test movements of the previ- 
ous century that attracted 
great attention and then 
flamed out. 

Even then, with one-third 
of the population on the 
farm, they were concerned 
with agriculture’sdiminished 
clout and the non-farm pub- 
lic’s perception of farmers 
and lack of knowledge about 
farming. 

So they did what is now 
routine. Within months of 
the organization’s founding, 
they set up a lobbying and 
communications office in 
Washington, D.C. 

It wasn’t too long before 
the fledgling organization 
established itself as a power- 
house, winning numerous 
successes such as packers 
and stockyard legislation, the 
Capper-Volstead farm coop- 
erative law and a farm credit 
financing act. 

By the end of that first 
decade, the rest of the coun- 
try was mired in the Depres- 
sion that had plagued farm- 

ers throughout the 1920s. 
Different, more sweeping 
approaches were called for. 

When Franklin D. Roose- 
velt was inaugurated, the 
American Farm Bureau 
Federation stood ready to 
help. An AFBF staffer 
helped write the Agricultural 
Adjustment Act of 1933, one 
of the first of Roosevelt’s 
New Deal measures. 

When conditions became 
less dire, AFBF reconsidered 
the role of government in 
agriculture. It’s a debate 
that continues in and out of 
agriculture and throughout 
Farm Bureau to this dav. 

In the 1970s and 1980s, 
there was talk that a general 
farm organization like AFBF 
had become a relic. Com- 
modity-specific organizations 
were “hot.” Get your own 
slice of the pie and forget the 
rest. 

But some funny things 
have happened lately. The 
1990 farm bill, written in an 
era of budget limitations, 
didn’t favor some commodi- 
ties over others. The 
approach AFBF long advo- 
cated, of looking at the en- 
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tire picture, was adopted 
Agriculture finds itself facing 
environmental and property 
rights problems--problems 
not limited to specific com- 
modities. Major health care 
legislation is in the wings 
and its effect on rural resi- 
dents isn’t limited by com- 
modity. 

Conditions have changed 
enormously in 75 years. But 
the need for an organization 
united for the common inter- 
est of agriculture is just as 
strong today. Those AFBF 


founding fathers sure got it right.

Health Dept. Takes 
Stand Against 
Drunk Driving 


Alcohol is a factor in 
45.1% of all fatal traffic 
crashes and one-fifth of all 
crashes involving injury, 
eccording to health officials, 
and as part of December’s 
National Drunk and 
Drugged Driving (3-D) 
Prevention Month, the 
Garrett County Health 
Department and a coalition 
of national organizations 
have pledged to "Take a 
Stand! and recognize that a 
large portion of the economic 
costs of traffic crash injuries 
are attributed to crashes 
where alcohol is involved. 

At the beginning of the 
1990s, alcohol-related traflic 
crashes had already cost the 
United States approximately 
$46 billion. A significant 
portion of this amount is 
associated with medical 
costs, lost productivity, and 
property damage incurred as 
a result of alcohol-related 
crashes, according to 
statistics. 

In 1992, drinking was a 
factor in about 15,777 fatal 
crashes. Traflic crashes are 
the greatest single cause of 
death for every age between 
6 and 33. Alcohol is involved 
in 45.1% of these crashes. 

In a single year, fatal 
alcohol-related crashes could 
account for over 600,000 
years of potential life lost. 
Compared to any other 
health problem, alcohol- 
related traffic crashes 
represent one of the most 
significant preventable costs 
to the nation. 

The Garrett County 
Health Department, Nation- 
al Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration (NHTSA), 
and the Center for Sub- 
stance Abuse Prevention 
(CSAP) are sponsoring De- 
cember’s campaign, encour- 
aging the message thet 
“Friends Don’t Let Friends 
Drive Drunk.” A decade of 
combined efforts by NHTSA, 
the media, and many public 
and private organizations 
and volunteers working on 
campaigns such es 3-D Pre- 
vention Month has demon- 
strated that prevention does 
work to reduce impaired

To the Editor: 

At a recent meeting held 
at Frostburg State Universi- 
ty for the cooperating teach- 
ers of teacher interns, sever- 
al professors revealed a star- 
tling piece of information. By 
the year 2000, the Maryland 
Higher Education Commis- 
sion (MHEC) plans to elimi- 
nate the undergraduate 
teacher education degree and 
replace it with a fifth year of 
aes education fol- 
lowing the completion of an 
undergraduate liberal arts 
degree. 

At this time, the specifics 
of this new program are in 
short supply. According to 
what is known now, all po- 
tential teacher education 
candidates must earn an 
undergraduate degree in 
liberal arts, with emphasis 
on mathematics and scienc- 
es. The area of study most 
appropriate for elementary 
teachers has not yet been 
determined. Upon gradua 
tion the candidate must pass 
some sort of an entrance 
exam. If successful, the stu- 
dent receives three months 
instruction during the sum- 
mer and then enters the 

ublic schools to teach. Dur- 
Ing this time, the student 
receives some sort of stipend 
from a yet-to-be-named 
source. At the end of the 
school year, the candidate 
takes another exam and 
submits a portfolio. No spe- 
cific standards, objectives, or 
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plant. cultivated by William Merrill, Grantsvilla. was quite prolific 
this seaaon. producing 38 harvested tomatoes as well as six or 
eight that were frozen betore they could be picked Merrill said he 
used Squid fertiizer on the one plant. which la shown behind him. 
The several-foot tall tomato-producer apparently kept blooming 


through October

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outcomes have been estab- 
lished at this time. If suc- 
cesaful, the candidate will 
receive a masters of educa- 
tion degree (M.Ed.) and a 
teaching certificate. The only 
thing MHEC makes clear 
about this entire program is 
that the undergraduate 
teacher degree and teacher 
certification as we now know 
it will be a thing of the past. 

The Department ofi Edu- 
cation Professions of Frost- 
burg offers a list of 20 sepa- 
rate specific concerns. Here 
are just a few of them. 

1. There is little, if any, 
research supporting the 
MHEC proposal as the most 
effective model for teacher 
preparation. 

2. The MHEC shows no 
concern for the additional 
financial burden placed on 
the intern by creating the 
five-vear program, nor does 
the MHEC address the diffi- 
culty of funding the pro- 
posed stipend. 

3. Public educators were 
excluded from the original 
task force which developed 
this program. 

4. No regard was given 
for the educational well 
being of the students with 
whom the inexperienced 
interns will be working. 

5. There is no way that 
everything a potential teach- 
er would need to know could 
be crammed into one year. 

6. Because of reciprocity, 
many students could easily 
take their tuition money to 
out-of-state schools which 
still have traditional teacher 
education degrees. This 
could possibly cause addi- 
tional economic hardship in 
the state of Maryland at its 
teacher college facilities. 

Another concern not 
mentioned by the faculty of 
FSU is the possible use of 
these one-year interns to 
replace regular full-time 
teachers whose contracts 
include health insurance and 
retirement. 

You may be asking why, 
as a fully certificated profes- 
sional, should you be con- 
cerned about these changes. 
First of all, these changes 
are going to be made with- 
out input from public educa- 
tors. The American Federa- 
tion of Teachers (AFT) fa- 
vors public school reform, 
but educators must be in- 
volved in the process. Sec- 
ond, these changes are being 
made because of the errone- 
ous assumption that “our 
schools are a failure because 
our teachers are failures.” 
Too long has public educa- 
tion been the whipping boy 
for all of society’s ills. Third, 
these changes could have a 
devastating effect on our 
local economy. FSU contrib- 
utes two-hundred-seventy- 
million dollars into Allegany 
County, and a portion of 
that filters into Garrett 
County. Finally, if these 
kinds of changes can be 
made in certification for new 
teachers, there is no telling 
what might happen to the 
certification of tenured 
teachers. There is already 
talk of having to renew 
certification every five years 
instead of the current ten. 
What might be the next 
step? 

The proposed program 
outlined above will be acted 
upon by MHEC in January 
1994. If you would like more

entities. A flood elevation determination under Section 1363 forms 
the basis for new local ordinances, which, if adopted by a local 
community, will govern future construction within the floodplain area. 
The elevation determinations, however, impose norestriction unless 
and until the local community voluntarily adopts floodplain ordi- 
nances m accord with these elevations. Even if ordinances are 
adopted in compliance with Federal standards, the elevations 
prescribe how high to build in the floodplain and do not prohibit 
development. Thus, this action only forms the basis for future local 
actions. It imposes no new requirement, of itself it has no economic 
impact

Firearrns Season 
Deer Kill Down 
In State, County 


Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) 
Secretary Torrey C. Brown, 
M.D., announced this week 
that Maryland firearms deer 
hunters enjoyed another 
good year during the recent 
firearms season that began 
on November 27 and ended 
December 11. 

The DNR Wildlife Divi- 
sion’s preliminary survey of 
deer check-in stations indi- 
cated 33,581 deer were killed 
by hunters during the two- 
week season, the third high- 
est total on record. Statewide 
the kill could have been 
higher this year, but weather 
on the first day caused the 
number of deer harvest to be 
lower than expected. 

In Garrett County the 
total unofficial kill was 
2,408, compared to 2,824 last 
year, 3,197 in 1991, and 
3,571 in 1990. 

The counties on the East- 
ern Shore experienced an 
increase in the number of 
deer taken. Western shore 
counties reported a few 
counties with an increase, 
but most had a slight de-

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Field Team At Work On New 911 
Numbering System; Hearing Held 


Field Verification Teams 
from MSAG Data Consul- 
tants, Inc., Orange, Va., are 
currently working on Garrett 
County’s Rural Addressing 
Program for the Enhanced 
911 Emergency Telephone 
System. The specially trained 
teams are traveling the 
county’s highways, roads, 
streets, and driveways to 
determine which structures 
require new address num- 
bers. 

The team is identifVing 
all buildings where people 
live, work, play, study, or 
worship in an effort to ascer- 
tain which structures are 
inhabited and which are not, 
and then begin the number- 
ing process. 

Following the completion 
of the field work, maps will 
then be prepared showing 
the precise locations of struc- 
tures with easy-to-locate 
addresses. 

The team’s vehicles are 
recognizable by the 911 
Emergency Service signs on 
them, and the team mem- 
bers are wearing identifica- 
tion tags. 

A public hearing was 
conducted this week on the 
Enhanced 911 Emergency 
Telephone System by Jim 
Torrington in the Garrett 
County Commissioners’ 
Meeting Room. Torrington 
briefed the commissioners 
and other attendees on the 
details of the new system 
and presented them with a 
draft form of the ordinance. 

Torrington told the com- 
missioners that the county 
has been under a state man- 
date to enhance the 911 
system, and that the new 
system would mean "a street 
address for everyone in the 
county.” 

Titled the "Garrett Coun-

ty Address Ordinance,” the 
draft states that the county 
commissioners would be the 
final authority in any dis- 
putes over road names, ex- 
plaining that roads with 
three or more residences 
currently unnamed would 
have to be named by the 
residents.

The ordinance would 
apply to all unincorporated 
portions of the county, as 
well as to any incorporated 
municipality which may wish

Clarification Noted 

Misleading information 
was given to The Republican 
and presented in a story that 
appeared last week concern- 
ing a financial agreement 
between the Garrett County 
Commissioners and the 
Garrett County Sanitary 
District for the proposed 
McHenry sewage storage 
facility.

Lake Business 
Assoc. Voices 
Fee Concerns 


Severa) members of the 
Deep Creek Lake Business 
Association met with the 
Garrett County Commission- 
ers this week to voice their 
concerns about the new five- 
year lease agreement be- 
tween the Pennsylvania 
Electric Company (Penelec) 
and the Maryland Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 
(DNR) that calls for increas- 
es in dock slip fees to be 
instituted at the lake among 
business and property 
owners adjoining the buffer 
strip. 

In the agreement, Penelec 
would seek, for the first 
time, to realize a profit from 
itselectricity-generating lake 
venture. Bill Sisler, lake 
business owner, told the 
commissioners that “Penelec 
1s looking for $600,000 the 
first year. That's a lot for 
the business and property 
owners to pay, so the busi- 
Ness association is putting 
together a counter proposal 
this week that would spread 
the costs out among all the 
lake users.” 

Sisler told the commis- 
sioners that the proposal by 
Penelec would raise the cur- 
rent $25 per slip fee to $225. 

“I don’t feel this is some- 
thing we could live with, and 
it would result in the lake 
user fee being way above 
what they're willing to pay. 

“Will we price the custom- 
er right off the lake?,” he 
asked. “That's what we're 
afraid will happen.” 

The association’s counter 
proposal would possibly 
include a buffer strip use 
permit for everyone using 
the lake, and_a launch fee as 
well. 

Local realtor Karen 
Spiker was at the meeting 
and told the commissioners 
that she is in favor of lake 
use and or launch fee. 

“The people who come in 
to use the lake on a very 
short-term basis - one day 
or one week -- are the ones, 
in general, we need the lake 
regulations and the police 
protection for,” said Spiker, 
who continued by asking the 
commissioners if they would 
be able to "make an invest- 
ment in our recreation busi- 
ness.” 

Robert Browning, another 
representative of the busi- 
ness association, echoed that 
sentiment, asking, "Who 
places the bigger demand on 
lake management: property 
and business owners or the 
visiting tourist” 

The counter proposal by 
the business association will 
be forthcoming in the near 
future, according to Sisler, 
and will be shared with the 
commissioners.

Interstate 68 Crash Claims Life Of 
Young Grantsville Girl, Grandmother 


A three-year-old Grants- 
ville girl and her 56-year-old 
grandmother, also from 
Grantsville. were killed in- 
stantly when the car in 
which they were passengers 
crashed into the rear of a 
disabled tractor-trailer on 
Interstate 68 Saturday 
morning. 

Ashley Nicole Merrbach 
and her grandmother, Shir- 
ley Eloise Merrbach, were 
pronounced dead at the 
scene of the 9:49 a.m. acci- 
dent by assistant Allegany 
County Medical Examiner 
Dr. Donald Manger. accord- 
ing to published reports. 

Ashley's mother, Shirley 
Rosemarie Merrbach, 25, 
was driving her Ford auto- 
mobile eastbound on 1-68, 
east of George’s Creek Road 
bridge, when it struck the 
disabled rig. She was taken 
by Frostburg Area Ambu- 
lance to Memorial Hospital, 
Cumberland, where she was 
treated for injuries and later 
released. 

According to state police 


reports, the Merrbach vehi- 
cle was in the slow lane 
when it swerved onto the 
right shoulder, where the 
disabled tractor-trailer 
owned by First Priority 
Transportation was parked 
The right side of the car 
struck the left rear of the 
trailer 

Ashley Merrbach was 
reportedly secured in an 
infant seat in the right front 
seat of the car. The grand- 
mother was seated in the 
right rear seat. The car's 
right side doors and a por- 
tion of the roof were torn 
from the car upon impact. 

After striking the rig, the 
Merrbach vehicle skidded 
across the roadway and 
struck the left guard rail 
which caused the grand- 
mother to be ejected from 
the car.

McHenry Man Is

The Ruth Enlow Library 
and the Literacy Council 
have received approximately 
$35,000 from the U.S. De- 
partment of Education. Bar- 
bara Pentz, executive direc- 
tor for the Literacy Council 
of Garrett County, and Emi- 
ly, Ferren, director of the 
Ruth Enlow Library, collabo- 
rated on the application and 
the program. 

This is the third year that 
they have received a grant.

“It is also hard to be- 
lheve that the census showed 
that 33 percent of people 
read below a fifth grade 
reading level. That means 
they have a functional read-

On Bringing out the Best in our Employees 

In our last article we discussed the concept that 
employees will deliver first rate customer service only if they 
are motivated. How then do we as managers create work 
settings that motivate employees and support teamwork? 

One of the most important things that owners and 
managers can do is help employees feel they are an 
important part of the business. More and more employees 
tell us they want to feel good about what they do and feel 
that they are making a positive contribution in the 
workplace 

In the ‘right’ type of work setting employees feel good 
about themselves because managers know how to help build 
the self estecm of employees. Building esteem has to do with 
recognizing and appreciating employees for doing a good job. 
It has to do with not publicly criticizing them when things 
go wrong Esteem has to do with helping them feel they are 
respected as important members of the work group. It has 
te do with encouraging them to make decisions about the 
1. «st effective ways to get the job done. We can learn a great 
deal by asking an employee about his or her job and bow it 

in be done better. Regardless of how good a manager you 
are, nobody knows a job better than the person who does it 
day in and day out. 

While discussing the need for motivating employees 
Robert Haas, president and CEO of Levi Strauss & Company 
stated, “We still have to provide pay and benefits, but we 
need to do much more. Employees want to be consulted and 
to understand the thinking behind decisions. They want 
communication, not direction. They want recognition And 
they want to be empowered to make decisions. Companies 
will have to restructure. They must streamline to speed 
decisions They must also provide more information, 
authority and responsibility to those who are closest to 
products and customers.” 

It is far easier to pull along workers who are committed 
to making it happen than to push workers who are simply 
complying. How do we tell the difference between 
comphance and commitment? What can we as managers do 
to promote commitment among our workers?

A CITIZENS' CIVIL WAR MEMORIAL AT 
GETTYSBURG 
By Governor William Donald Schaefer 

Over the years, I have visited many Civil War battlefields, 
in Marvland and in our neighboring state of Pennsylvania. 
What’s difficult for me to believe is that Maryland is the 
only state of the 29 which fought in the historic Battle of 
Gettysburg that isn’t represented by a state memorial at 
Gettysburg National Military Park. 

While some of Marvland’s soldiers are represented by 
regimental monuments and tablets at Gettysburg, there isn’t 
a state memorial to honor all of the 3,500 Marylanders who 
fought with pride and courage those three days of July 1863, 
during the bloodiest battle of the Civil War Fortunately, a 
dedicated group of volunteers is working to change that. 

Since its furmation in 1989, "Citizens for a Maryland 
Monument at Gettysburg” has worked hard to raise most of 
the $160,000 needed to build a Maryland monument. The 
group is headed by Jim Ilolechek, a civic-minded and 
generous Marylander who has worked nearly full-time to see 
this project become a reality 

Maryland, perhaps more than any other state, gave 
meaning to the phrase, “brother against brother” during the 
Civil War. As a border state, some of our men went south to 
join the Confederacy, others enlisted as Union soldiers. 
Particularly on Culp’s Hill, Marylanders fought their 
relatives and friends. It was reported that at the height of 
that clash, two sergeants -- one from the Confederacy, the 
other from the Union -- met as their units exchanged 
ferocious musket fire The men were cousins from Trappe. 
on the Eastern Shore 

Maryland's state monument will reflect the division and 
conflict many Maryland families faced during the Civil War. 
A bronze statue will feature two wounded Maryland soldiers 
from opposing sides helping each other off the battlefield. It 
was designed by the world-class sculptor Larry Ludtke of 
Houston 

The Department of Natural Resources has located a 40- 
ton piece of Maryland granite in the Arundel Sand and 
Gravel quarry in Havre de Grace Quarry officials generously 
donated the stone and Don Bowman of the Maryland Motor 
Truck Association has volunteered to transport it to 
Elberton, Georgia, for cutting 

The granite will form the monument's pedestal which will 
be incised with MARYLAND over a bronze state seal. On the 
reverse there will be a “Final Tribute” to all of the Maryland 
units that fought at Gettysburg. In all, the monument will 
stand over 13 feet tall. 

Like many Marylanders, | remember my trips to the 
Gettysburg battlefield with a mixture of sadness and pride 
fur the courageous men and women who served their 
country. I'pon those peaceful Pennsylvania fields, more 
soldiers fell than in any other battle fought in North 
America, before or since. Much as been written about the 
Battle of Gettysburg. the greatest battle of the Civil War. 
But the most tangible link to those days in July is the 
battlefield itself My most recent trip to Gettysburg was with 
iny Cabinet to see the future site of the Maryland 
monument 

The location is magnificent. The monument, to be built 
on the southwest corner of Taneytown Road near the 
Cyclorama Center, will overlook Culp’s Hill. Several weeks 
ago, the Talbot Women’s Club planted daffodils and tulips in 
the colors of the Maryland flag in the area for what will be 
a spectacular springtime site 

While the Citizens for a Maryland Monument at 
Gettysburg have been successful in their fundraising efforts, 
they still need the support of Maryland's citizens. If you 
would like to be a part of Maryland's Civil War history-in- 
the-making, you may send your tax-deductible donations to 
Citizens for a Maryland Monument at Gettysburg,” Suite 
347, Cross Keys, Baltimore MD 21210 or call (410) 296-8131.

Reminders From Social Security

As the end of the year approaches, there are certain 
Social Security-related matters you should know about. 

IT vou nave a cnua age one or older who doesn’t have a 
Social Security number, make sure you get one before you 
te your tax return next year. The law requires you to list a 
Social Security number on your tax return for all dependents 

wor Age on 

h you changed you name this year (through marriage, 
divorce, or any other reason, make sure your new name is 
usvea on your Social Security card and in Social Security’s 
records. If you don’t do this, there may be problems posting 
your earnings to Social Security s files. (This could reduce 
your future Social Security benefits.) Also, the Internal 
Revenue Service may have problems processing your tax 
return. 

If you're already getting Social Security benefits and you 
moved this year, make sure we have your correct address 
(Sometimes people who have their checks sent directly to 
their bank forget to tell us about a change in their mailing 
address.) It’s important we have your correct address 
because early next year we're going to send you a form that 
shows the total benefits you received in 1993. You may need 
this form for income tax or other purposes. 

If you receive Social Security and work, remember that 
you can earn more money in 1994 before your benefits are 
reduced. If you're under 65, you can earn up to $8,040 next 
year with no reduction in benefits. If you're 65 to 69, you 
can earn up to $11,160 in 1994 with no reduction If you're 
70 or older, there is no limit on your earnings 

If you receive benefits and worked in 1993, you need to 
report your earnings to Social Security by April 15, 1904 
The 1993 limits were $7,880 for people under 65 and 
$10,560 for people 65-69

and other alcoholic beverages 
and probably marijuana. 
Binge drinking is a regular 
occurrence at these parties. 
While non-alcoholic beverag- 
es may be available, it 1s 
more likely that the younger 
party-goer will quickly con- 
sume five or more drinks in 
a relatively short period of 
time, with the intention of 
getting drunk. 

In some instances, the 
beer and alcohol will be 
supplied by parents; in oth- 
ers, teens will use older 
siblings to make the pur- 
chase or use other enterpris- 
ing methods. The marijuana 
is probably easier to get: it 
can usually be purchased 
from a classmate. 

Besides the fact that 
underage drinking 1s illegal, 
use of alcohol and or mari- 
Juana often results in sexual 
encounters. Forget the fact 
that children shouldn’t be 
having sex at 13, 14, 15 or 
16 years of age. Accept that 
some are dropping their 
inhibitions due to alcohol or 
other drug use and are doing 
so without the use of any 
protection. The fact that 
they can get AIDS or other 
sexually transmitted diseases 
is shrugged off with an atti- 
tude, "It won't happen to 
me 

For all these reasons, 
parents with children home 
for the holidays should be 
aware of where their chil- 
dren are, who they are going 


with, and what they plan to 
do. If you have children in 
their younger teens, it would 
be wise to do some vacation 
planning with them, so that 
their free time is structured, 
and when possible, super- 
vised. Let them help orga- 
nize their vacation activities 
90 they have an interest 
And asa parent, you nved 
to be clear to your children 
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regarding their use of alcohol 


and other drugs. The Part- 
nership for a Drug-Free 
America offers suggestions 
how to keep your children 
drug-free all year round: 

“Take a stand. Tlie single 
biggest deterrent to drug use 
is talking to your kids about 
the subject -- early, often 
and specifically. Don’t worry 
if it doesn’t seem to register. 
Weeks or months inten 
you'll very likely hear your 
words coming back to you. 

“Listen. One of the big- 
gest deterrents to drug use is 
talking with your kids about 
the subject. But don’t do all 
the talking. Listen. Ask 
questions. Find out what 
they think. If you don't 
listen, your kids won't talk 
to you, much less listen to 
you. 

*Set the rules. Kids need 
to know exactly what the 
rules are. The rules have to 
be clear, consistent, reason- 
able. And enforced. Every 
kid will try to find out exact- 
ly how far he or she can go. 
And drugs are no place for 
trial and error. 

*Learn the symptoms. 
There are 10 very obvious 
symptoms of drug abuse.

Trash-Free Parks 
Program Meets 
All 1993 Goals 


laryviand Departinent of 
Natural Resources (DNR) 
Secretary Torrey C. Brown, 
M.D., has announced that 
the Trash-Free Parks 
program uitiated on March 
1 in all Maryland state 
forests and parks was an 
“overwhelming success,” 
havuig met all four of the 
goals set forth by the 
department at the inception 
of the program 

Trash-Free Parks is 
designed to help eliminate 
unsightly litter, trash, and 
debris from day-use areas of 
Maryland’s state parks and 
forests. Trash barrels, 
receptacles, and dumpsters 
have been removed from 
picnic and beach areas 
within the parks and visitors 
are asked to remove their 
own refuse in bags provided 
upon their entrance to the 
park. Campgrounds are not 
included in the program 

Brown said the major 
gvals of the program are to 
encourage individual 
responsibility and foster an 
outdoor ethic that embraces 
the idea of parks -- and the 
environment in general -- 
free of trash, to encourage 
recycling and less wasteful 
practices; to improve the 
overall appearance of our 
state forests and parks; and 
lastly, to make more 
productive use of available 
resources in the parks, 
having parks personnel 
spend their time on more 
productive projects and 
programs.

"We are very pleased that 
our state’s efforts have been 
recognized so highly by a 
national organization such 
as MADD,” said MVA Ad- 
ministrator Marshall Rick- 
ert, who also serves as chair- 
man of the Governor’s Com- 
mittee on Drunk and 
Drugged Driving. “It’s satis- 
fying to see that we are 
continually making a differ- 
ence as we pursue these 
worthwhile and lifesaving 
causes.” 

The report covers several 
areas, including the state’s 
enforcement policy, adminis- 
trative/criminal sanctions, 
and prevention, public aware- 
ness campaign. Maryland 


scored well on these and 
other categories, especially in 
the area of youth education. 
MVA’s .02 law, as well as its 
provisional licensing system 
helped the state earn an "A” 
in this category alone. 

The National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administra-

Maryland roadways involved 
alcohol; nationally, an esti- 
mated 45.1% of all 1992 
vehicle fatalities were alcohol 
related.

The "Garrett County 
Road Name Index.” adopted

Continued from Page A-1 
crease in the kill. The West- 
ern Maryland decline was 
the most significant. 

“DNR anticipated the 
drop in Western Maryland 
counties due to a 25 to 30 
percent reduction in antler- 
less deer permits in counties 
or zones requiring antlerless 
deer permits,” said Joshua 
Sandt, director of the DNR 
Wildlife Division. “Also, it 
follows DNR’s plan to reduce 
the deer population to a level 
compatible with the habitat.” 

In Allegany County, 2,207 
deer were harvested, com- 
pared to 2,854 last year and 
2,978 in 1991. 

Dr. Brown said that hunt- 
ing is an essential element of 
sound deer management, 
being the only efficient and 
effective method of control- 
ling deer populations. Each 
year deer hunting in Mary- 
land provides more than one 
million man-days of whole- 
some recreational activity 
and generates some $66 
million in direct economic 
activity, he said. “Additional- 
ly, by maintaining deer pop- 
ulations at levels commensu- 
rate with habitat and human 
limitations, hunters provide 
a great service to the state,” 
he added. 

The final resulta of the 
season will not be deter- 
mined until the information 
of the combined bow, fire- 
arms, and muzzleloader 
seasons are collected later 
this winter.

While all VA hospitals 
treat AIDS patients, four specialized 
units in New York, Miami, West

Maryland Youth Gain Hands-On 
Experience With MCC Program 


The youth of Maryland 
can once again achieve 
hands-on learning experience 
and personal growth through 
community and conservation 
service with the Maryland 
Conservation Corps (MCC) 
as it enters its second year 
as a year round program. 

The MCC is comprised of 
corpsmembers from diverse 
racial, socio-economic and 
educational backgrounds. 

Among the various loca- 
tions, Potomac/Garrett State 
Forest will be a prime loca- 
tion specializing in Forestry 
Curriculum and Wildlife 
Management. 

Ten corpsmembers, seven 
men and three women ages 
17 to 24, from Allegheny and 
Garrett Counties are in- 
volved. 

The current projects in 
the Potomac Garrett MCC 
are the construction of class- 
room and tool storage facili- 
ties within the shop bay 
area; the removal of dead or 
hazardous trees from around 
the shop, headquarters and 
pavilion; and the marking of 
state boundary lines. 

Topics for future projects 
and training are First Re- 
sponder Medical training, 
Forest Fire Fighting, Soil 
Erosion and Sediment Con- 
trol, Forestry Management, 
Wildlife Management to 
mmprove the habitat, Fisher- 
res Management to help 
stock trout in the streams, 
Search and Rescue training, 
Hunter's Safety, hiking trails 
along the Potomac River for 
fishermen, foot bridges 
across the streams, and 
resume writing. 

According to Clarissa 
Harris, crew chief, at the 
end of the program corps- 
members are awarded a 
$1,200 tuition reimburse- 
ment to go toward college or 
vocational training. Corps- 
members are also given job 
placement assistance at the 
conclusion of the program. 

"The MCC program is an 
excellent opportunity for 
both the corpsmembers and 
the state forest,” said Steve 
Hamilton, forest manager of 
Potomac:Garrett State For- 
est. "It provides them with 
valuable conservation work 
experience, training and 
education as well as high 
quality improvements to the 
Potomac:Garrett State For- 


est 

Many of the participants 
from this year are very posi- 
tive about the program and 
the experience they receive 
from this program. Carrie 
Ayers, from Fort Ashby, 
W.Va., sees this opportunity 
as a stepping-stone for a 
future job in Wildhfe Reha- 
bilitation. "I intend to learn 
everything I can from this 
program,” she said. "And 
from what I've seen they 
have a lot to offer. I would 
be here even if I had to pay 
for it.” 

Brian Friend, of Oakland, 
joined “because | love forest- 
ry and forestry related fields. 
It also gives me an opportu- 
nity to work outside and get 
experience for a possible 
future job with the state.” 

Bryan Frazee, from Oak- 
land, is also interested in the 
program because of the 
training. "What I want out of 
the program is all of the 
training I can learn and get 
all the experience I need so I 
can be able to work for the 
state in the future,” he said.

“It’s very tough to engi-

The fatal accident that 
occurred on March 26, 1992, 
claimed the lives of Tony C. 
Georg, 21, Accident, and 
Daniel IL. Miller, 37, 
Grantsville. 

Several letters about the 
incident from concerned 
citizens were published in 
The. Republican newspaper 
shortly after the accident 
occurred. One letter referred 
to the intersection as a 
“death trap.” and urged all 
area residents to contact 
their local and state officials 
in an effort to remedy the 
situation.

In The Screwtape Letters, 
CS Lewis says, “Thore is a 
silly idea about that good people 
don't know what temptation 
means " Ile's nght, for many of 
us assume that tomptation 1s 
the snare of only those who are 
weak It came asa shock tome 
to learn that some of the “good 
people” | knew were sorely 
tempted and sometimes suc- 
cumbed 

But Twain ts quite correct 
this ts “a silly idea.” because 
we all ought to know better In 
the gospels we find alime when 
Jesus himself was sorely 
tempted Perhaps the problem 
ts that. although we know that, 
we assume hia temptation was 
not real--real like ours. But Luke 
usesthe word “tempted” mean- 
ing that Jesus had to feel the 
pull of it; there had to be the 
possibility that he would give in 
tot That makes his tempta- 
tions just as real as ours 

One of our misunderstand- 
ings ts tho beliof that the temp- 
tation itself is the sin If we 
think about doing something 
wrong. edo not sin until we do 
it Someone has said that we 
can't keep the birds from flying 
over our heads, but we can keep 
them from building nests inour 
hair You and |--and Jesus, too- 
-cannot keep the tempting 
thoughts from our minds. but 
we can keep them from being 
translated from thought into 
action. So often we exhaust 
ourselves spintually, feeling 
guilty, not in succumbing to 
temptation. but in being 
tompted. Thero is no shame tn 
being tempted, only in givingin 
to it 

STONES INTO BREAD 

Also. we often assume that 
temptation is always evil in 
appearance. Tobe sure, there is 
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adefinite attraction to “forbid- 
den fruit.” but more often the 
moat dangerous temptations 
are the ones, like those of Jesua, 
that appear so compellingly 
reasonable For example, the 
first was to use the power of 
tod for material neoda “Com- 
mand this stone to become 
bread” What's the harm in 
doing that? Why not uee that 
powor to turn stones to bread 
and feedthe people? Surely that 
would bring them into the fold! 
Even in our own day, juat think 
of all the starving people we 
could feed ifwe couldturn stone 
into bread 

And the second ,temptation 
18 no less reasonable: the king- 
doms of the world in exchange 
for worshipping the tempter 
Once again. Joaus, consider all 
the good you could do through- 
out the world with this kind of 
power' Doesit matterw hom we 
worship so long as we get the 
job done? 

SQUEEZED BENEFITS 

‘The third temptation 1a pos- 
sibly the most compelling if 
you are really the Son of God, 
throw yourself down from this 
pinnacle and prove that you are 
Geal’s Son. But in this one, asin 
the previous two, Jesus is able 
to resist because he keeps his 
attention. not on the tempta- 
tion, but upon his relationship 
with God. The more we stare at 
the temptation, the more 
quickly we forget God. The more 
we focus on God, the less com- 
pelling the temptation 

Actually, there are some ben- 
efits to squeeze froin the oxpe- 
rience Just as Jesus came 
through his temptation spin- 
tually stronger and more con- 
firmed in his mission, so resist- 
Ing temptation makes usstron- 
ger and gives us a sense of 
satisfaction, One expenence of 
resisting gives us a base for 
defense against future snares. 

But we must realize that, 
when we have resisted, we have 
wona battle, not the war Some-

Revenue Board 
Notes Improvement 


In State Economy 


The Maryland Board of 
Revenue Estimates, 
consisting of State Comptrol- 
ler Louis L. Goldstein 
(chairman), State Treasurer 
Lucille Maurer, and State 
Budget Secretary Charles L. 
Benton, said that Maryland's 
economy is improving and 
increased its estimates of 
most state revenues expected 
over the next 18 months. 
However, lottery revenue 
estimates were revised 
substantially downward 
because of lower-than- 
expected sales of the new 
Keno game and continued 
weakness in the traditional 
games. Overall, higher 
projections for income and 
sales taxes offset the 
downward revision to lottery 
estimates, resulting in a net 
increase of $4 million for 
fiscal year 1994. 

The Board of Revenue 
Estimates is required by law 
to provide estimates to the 
governor 18 months in 
advance. The board worked 
with all revenue-collecting 
agencies, considered 
forecasts made by local, 
national and university 
economists and created a 
Business Advisory which 
gave advice about specific 
sectors of the Maryland 
economy. The board created 
a Revenue Monitoring 
Group, consisting of 
economists and representa- 
tives of state agencies and 
the legislature, to monitor 
revenues on a monthly basis. 

Maryland's economy is 
expected to show improve- 
ment, although the pace of 
recovery may lag behind the 
United States as a whole. 
The Board of Revenue Esti- 
mates said that general fund 
revenues, which, aside from 
one-time transfers and reve- 
nue enhancements, regis- 
tered unprecedented declines 
during the recession, have 
begun to show nominal 
gains. 


The board expects general 
fund revenues to total 
$6.578 billion for the current 
fiscal year, 1994, which ends 
June 30, 1994, and $6.874 
billion for fiscal year 1995, a 
growth of 4.5%. 


Individual income tax 
revenues are expected to 
show steady growth during 
fiscal years 1994 and 1995, 
with Maryland personal 
income projected to increase 
4.7% during tax year 1993, 
5.5% in tax year 1994, and 
5.3% in tax year 1995. 
Healthy increases in capital 
gains and lower interest 
rates on mortgage refi- 
nancings should result in 
higher taxable incomes. 


The board increased its 
earlier estimate of state 
general fund individual in- 
come tax revenue for fiscal 
year 1994 by $77.8 million, 
to $3.246 billion, and project- 
ed revenues of $3.414 billion 
for fiscal year 1995. 


Corporation income taxes 
will reflect the improving 
corporate profit picture, but 
will also be affected by 
changes in federal tax law 
and the ability of corpora- 
tions to carry forward net 
operating losses from reces- 
sionary years.

al fund share of corporation 
income tax revenue to total 
$141.9 million for fiscal year 
1994, a reducticn of $1.7 
million from its earlier esti- 
mate. The fiscal year 1995 
revenues are expected to 
total $158.7 million. 

The board increased its 
earlier estimate of sales and 
use tax revenue for fiscal 
year 1994 by $15.8 million to 
$1.806 billion, and expects 
$1.914 billion for fiscal year 
1995. Pent-up consumer 
demand, especially for appli- 
ances and furniture, and 
business spending for capital 
goods are fueling the in- 
crease. The board expects 
holiday shopping to boost 
revenue, but expects con- 
sumer spending to cut back 
somewhat in the spring of 
1994, falling more in line 
with personal income growth 
and reflecting higher federal 
taxes.

The board increased its 
earlier estimate of various 
franchise and excise tax 
revenues for fiscal year 1994 
by $21.3 million, to $1.070 
billion, and expects $1.073 
billion from those sources in 
fiscal year 1995. 

The board reduced the 
earlier estimate of state 
lottery revenue for fiscal 
year 1994 by $106.2 million, 
to $314.6 million, and ex- 
pects $314.7 million for fiscal 
year 1995. Declines in the 
traditional numbers games, 
slower than expected growth 
in the new Keno game, diffi- 
culties in building large 
Lotto jackpots and the weak 
economy have all impacted 
state lottery revenue. 

“The board will keep the 
governor and the General 
Assembly advised of any 
changes in revenue prospects 
as the legislative session 
progresses,” Goldstein said.

Maryland Farmers Continue To 
Address Environmental Responsibility 


Forging a partnership 
with the environment and 
strong activism have long 
been part of agriculture's 
relationship with the earth, 
primarily because farmers’ 
livelihoods depend on the 
surrounding land and water 
Farmers in Maryland con- 
tinue to answer the call to 
environmental stewardship 
by successfully incorporating 
voluntary nutrient pollution 
and soil erosion reduction 
plans. Also, training spon- 
sored by agricultural organi- 
zations, manufacturers and 
government has laid the 
groundwork for more ad- 
vancement in conservation 
techniques.

As of October 
1993, 3,509 nutrient man- 
agement plans have been 
voluntarily developed by 
Maryland farmers, covering 
285.991 acres of farmland 
Total reduction of nitrogen 
runoff as a result of the pro- 
gram has been well over six 
million pounds since 1989. 
‘The guidance provided 
hy the program’s certified 
consultants also allows some 
farmers to save on the costs 
of fertilizer and farm sup- 
plies, with reductions in 
nutnment use saving farmers 
an average of $22.57 per

Producers Association. “This 
is an instance where educa- 
tion was the environment’s 
and farmers’ greatest ally. 

“Farmers and their fami- 
lies live on the land that 
they farm and drink the 
water under and around it. 
It only makes sense that we 
care for it in the best way 
possible. 

"A cooperative effort be- 
tween government agencies 
and farmer commodity orga- 
nizations has helped make 
environmental programs the 
preferred method of farm- 
ing,” continued Luthy. “With 
over 1.2 million acres of 
Maryland agricultural land 
currently under soil conser- 
vation and water quality 
programs, and over 2.2 mil- 
lion acres of Maryland's 
forests provided by farmers 
and private landowners, the 
Maryland agricultural com- 
munity has proven its dedi- 
cation to environmental 
causes.” 

Additionally, most Mrurv- 
land farmers have bec n.e 
certified as pesticide applica- 
tors or contract their pesti- 
cide needs to certified profes- 
sional applicators. Voluntary 
implementation of integrated 
pest management programs 
have helped to significantly 
decrease the use of pesti- 
cides. Agricultural organiza- 
tions have developed inten- 
sive programs to educate 
farmers about pesticide re- 
duction and have encouraged 
the Maryland Department of 
Agriculture to implement 
pesticide container collection 
and recycling plans. 

Farmoer-funded agricultur- 
al research has led to the im- 
provement of corn’s nitro- 
gen-use efficiency rate by 14 
percent since 1980 Through 


educational and research 
grants given by agricultural 
organizations, many of 
which are funded through 
special self-funding "check- 
off" programs, new types of 
environmental farming prac- 
tices are being studied and 
practiced in the state of 
Maryland. These programs 
increase awareness among 
farmers about minimizing 
the environmental impact of 
farming practices and show 
the business benefits of 
switching to more environ- 
mentally-sound procedures. 

“Responsible farming 
benefits everyone,” said 
Luthy. "It protects the 
state's natural resources 
and, in some instances, pro- 
vides greater economic re- 
turn for the farmer. By par- 
ticipating in voluntary con- 
servation programs, Mary- 
land farmers are contribut- 
ing to a better quality of

Another important con- 
servation program practiced 
by farmers is no-till farming, 
which combats the problem 
of soil erosion. Maryland and 
Delaware farmers lead the 
nation in no-till farming, 
with 70 percent of cultivated 
land either in no-till or mini- 
mal-till programs. With 
traditional farming proce- 
dures, crop residues are 
“tilled” under the soil during 
the plowing process. Tilling 
leads to ground erosion, 
which allows soil and nutri- 
ents to enter surface and 
ground water, threatening 
ecosystems in waterways 
such as the Chesapeake Bay. 
With no-till farming, crop 
residues are not plowed 
under the soil, preventing 
erosion, keeping soil mois- 
ture from evaporating and 
allowing crop residues to act 
as weed-smothering mulch. 

"Farmers recognize that 
environmentally sound farm- 
ing makes good business 
sense,” said Luthy. "A great 
deal has been done to incor- 
porate conservation tech- 
niques into agricultural 
practices, and farmers will 
continue to search for better 
ways to practice farming in 
partnership with the envi- 
ronment.” 

Maryland Grain Produc- 
ers Association is a commod- 
ity organization that repre- 
sents the interests of the 
Maryland grain industry. 
The association is composed 
of 300 grain growers and 
works with government, 
agri-business and other farm 
organizations to promote 
agriculture and the use of 
grain. Grain production 
accounted for 1,421,000 
acres planted and directly 
contributed at least $274 
million to the Maryland 
state economy in 1993. 


Expert Cautions 
Against Tractor 
Passengers 


Farm equipment manu- 
facturers are taking steps to 
improve tractor safety by 
offering models equipped 
with an extra seat. But the 
ability of these devices to 
reduce fatalities remains 
unknown, says a safety ex- 
pert in Penn State’s College 
of Agricultural Sciences. 

“Each year, approximately 
300 American farmers die in 
tractor accidents.” says Dr. 
Dennis Murphy, professor of 

agricultural engineering. 
“Some of the saddest inci- 
dents involve extra riders 
who fall from moving equip- 
ment and are crushed.” 

Some 1993 tractors now 
include a passenger seat 
with a seat belt. “So far, only 
one U.S. tractor manufactur- 
er sells models equipped 
with a passenger seat,” Mur- 
phy says. “Whether others 
will follow remains to be 
seen.” 

By offering an extra seat, 
US. tractor makers are ac- 
knowledging that farmers do 
not always choose the safest 
course of action. “An extra

person will ride on a tractor 
for various reasons, includ- 
ing instruction or con- 
venience,” Murphy says.

Murphy says that the best 
policy is no extra riders. "But 
if people aren’t willing to do 
that, at least this seat offers 
some protection. The passen- 
ger seats are available only 
in tractors that have an 
enclosed cab with a ‘rollover 
protection structure,’ or 
ROPS, which prevents the 
rider from falling into the 
path of the tractor. 

"The seat’s design dis- 
courages long rides, which is 
good,” Murphy says. “It’s too 
early to say these seats are 
absolutely safe, but they do

department is neutral on the 
issue. Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Robert Walker was 
slated to meet with dairy 
officials from Pennsylvania 
and Virginia on Dec. 14 to 
assess how similar systems 
work in those states. 

Another proposal at the 
Farm Bureau convention 
called for an official referen- 
dum of all the state's dairy 
farmers to measure their 
support for the milk commis- 
sion proposal. That motion 
failed. On other issues, the 
convention delegates voted 
to urge the state to expand 
its commitment to helping 
farmers put in integrated 
pest management systems 
and best management prac- 
tices and to continue re- 
search on ways to prevent 
groundwater contamination 
from all non-point sources. 

Lee McDaniel of Harford 
County also introduced a 
resolution calling for state 
authorities to increase their 
efforts on increasing the 
wildlife the Chesapeake Bay 
(such as oysters) that help 
get rid of nutrients flowing 
into the estuary. McDaniel’s 
resolution passed. 

Southern Maryland dele- 
gates got through a resolu- 
tion that asked for continued 
support from the state ciga- 
rette tax funds for Southern 
Maryland farmers’ markets. 

In other action, Farm 
Bureau delegates voted to: 

Support the University of 
Maryland Cooperative Ex- 
tension, the federal Soil 
Conservation Service and the 
Maryland Department of 
Agriculture in efforts to 
develop voluntary best man- 
agement practices for farms, 
to provide special training 
for pesticide users and to 
provide homeowners with 
more education on pesticide 
use and fertilizer use on 
lawns. 

Recommend a revision of 
the ag value formula being 
used by the state ag preser- 
vation foundation "because 
the current formula discrimi- 
nates against farms in the 
program with superior soils.” 

Recommend heavy fines 
for applicators who apply 
sludge on farmland over 
state-recommended rates. 

Recommend the Universi- 
ty of Maryland System es- 
tablish an ag producers boar 
of advisors. 

Oppose any year-round 
schooling “because of the 
contribution of the high 
school labor force.” 

Recommend that prison- 
ers not be treated to “plush” 
accommodations.

Happy Holiday 
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Milk Program 
Comments Due 
In January 


Milk producers and other 
interested people are invited 
to comment on USDA’s sup- 
plemental proposal prohibit- 
ing excessive manufacturing 
allowances in state market- 
ing orders for milk. The 
public comment period ends 
January 31, 1994. 

Under the supplemental 
proposal, states, to be in 
compliance, would require 
plants to pay a price for milk 
use in the production of 
cheese or butter and nonfat 
dry milk that is no less than 
the respective Class III or 
Class III-A price effective in 
the Federal Milk Order oper- 
ating in the competitive ar- 
ea. 

Under the original pro- 
posal, states using formulas 
to price milk used to produce

butter, nonfat dry milk or 
cheese, could not use manu- 
facturing allowances greater 
than those used in the feder- 
al price support program. 
Michael R. Kozier, county 
executive director of the 
Garrett County Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conserva- 
tion Service, said the current 
price support allowances are 
$1.22 per hundredweight for 
milk made into butter and 
nonfat dry milk and $1.37 
for milk made into cheese. 
"Written commentson the 
supplemental proposal, the 
original proposal and other 
available options must be 
received no later than Janu- 
ary 31, 1994, the final dead- 
line, to be considered,” ASCS 
official Kozier said. Com- 
ments should be addressed 
to Dr. Charles N. Shaw, 
Director, Dairy Analysis 
Division, ASCS-USDA, P.O.

What’s happening in the retail sales of beef? In the last 
)0 years, the average amount of meat consumed per person 
ne, year increased 20 pounds, but beef's share of the total 
aropped 10 pounds. Average spending per person for all 
meat increased nearly 20 percent, but beef spending 
increased only two percent--or much less than the rate of 
inflation. On a per capita basis, the amount of money spent 
on poultry increased nearly 100 percent. Pork, an increasing 
competitcr, experienced an increase of 25 percent. The pork 
industry has declared that pork will be the “meat of choice” 
in the year 2000. Reasons for beefs slippage include 
inadequate and inconsistent quality; lack of product 
development and innovation; the public’s diet-health and 
environmental concerns; attacks by activists and critics; ill- 
advised government laws and regulations; and beefs lagging 
rate of efficiency improvement. Problems within the industry 
include an “island mentality” and adversarial relationships 
among industry segments, hurting the industry's ability to 
focus on consumers.

Alcohol And Drug 
Ed, Requirement 


Marylanders and new 
residents, 18 and older, who 
are applying for a new 
hcense and have never had a 
license in any state, must 
complete a three-hour 
aleohol and drug education 
course as part of a new law 
that took effect last July. 

The Maryland Depart- 
ment of Transportation's 
Motor Vehicle Adminis- 
tration ‘MVA> is reminding 
these new applicants of the 
requirement, which must be 
successfully completed before 
receiving a Maryland Drivers 
License The law, which 
went into effect July 1 of 
this year, 1s still not known 
by many who come in to 
apply for a new driver's 
license 

The requirement affects 
approximately 22,000 people 
each year, and is part of 
MVA's ongoing effort to 
educate drivers of the 
dangers of drinking, drugs 
and driving. 

‘This 1s just one more 
building block in our on- 
going information campaign 
to prevent needless alcohol 
and drug-related accidents 
and deaths,” said Governor 
William Donald Schaefer 
‘Measures like this course 
will help to educate the 
public about more responsi- 
ble driving practices.” 

The course, which has a 
maximum cost of $35, is 
offered by a variety of 
private providers throughout 
the state, a full listing is 
available at all MVA full 
service offices in the driver 
licensing section. In addition, 
names and locations of the 
providers can be obtained by 
calling 950-IMVA (1682) toll 
free in Maryland.

We are 
hoping this new requirement 
will underscore the need for 
on-going education about the 
hazards of drinking, or tak- 
ing drugs, and driving,”

Roger "Bo" Durst 
Loses Battle With 
Cancer Tuesday 


After nearly a two-year 
battle with rhabdomyoma 
sarcoma - a type of cancer 
found in muscle tissue - 
Roger Loy “Bo” Durst II, 16, 
Accident, died Tuesday, 
December 28, 1993, at 
Garrett County Memorial 
Hospital, Oakland.

Women’s Commission Rep Requests 
Clarification Of Funding Mechanism 


Member of the Garrett 
County Commission for 
Women Phyllis Trickett met 
recently with the Garrett 
Coimty Commissioners to in- 
form them of her disappoint- 
ment that county funds were 
not forthcoming after she 
presented the first bill in- 
curred by the group to the 
commissioners. 

"I was shocked at a letter 
I received recently that you 
were not going to honor our 
request for reimbursement 
of a bill submitted by the 
women’s commission,” said 
Trickett, explaining that 
“nothing had previously been 
indicated” that the bill would 
not be paid by the county. 

The bill amounted to 
$278.98 for a mailbox, tele- 
phone, answering and fax 
machine installed to allow 
the group to begin serving as 
a commission. 

Trickett reported that she 





has received a letter from 
the commissioners stating 
that the bill could not be 
paid by them, but that she 
“had never been told to her 
face.” 

She then said that when 
the county commissioners 
had agreed to form the com- 
mission for women, she 
informed them that a total 
of $2,500 would be need- 
ed for the rest of the year, 
and that "we would be back 
to ask for money for an 
executive director.”

As of January 1, 1994, a 
Maryland law stetes that no 
tires will be permitted to be 
landfilled, but a bid hes been 
accepted to haul the tires to 
approved recycling and pro- 
cessing facilities. A fee will 
also be enacted for the tires 
to be hauled away from the 
landfill. 

At Tuesday's Garrett 
County Board of Commiss- 
ioners meeting, the low bid 
Price submitted by Perry's 
Solid Waste Disposal was 
accepted. 

Perry’s Solid Waste esti- 
mates that the cost of the 
removal of the estimeted 
tonnage of tires brought to 
the landfill during the next 
year will be $92,750. 

Rodney Glotfelty, director 
of Garrett County's Office of 
Solid Waste and Recycling, 
announced that the fees will 
be implemented beginning 
Monday, January 3, 1994 for 
the delivery of tires to the 
Round Glade Landfill. 

The fees will be as fol- 
lows: passenger car tires up 
to 16 inches, $2; truck tires 
up to 24 inches, $10; and 
equipment tires more than 
24 inches, $100. 

This is a one-year con- 
tract with the option of 
renewal, Glotfelty said 

Once the landfill becomes 
operational, tires brought to 
the landfill alternately can

Effort To Save Loon On Frozen Pond 


A Department of Natural 
Resources technician died 
yesterday es he attempted to 
save a loon that was strand- 
ed on a freezing pond Edwin 
A. Lewis, 38, Oakland, 
drowned at approximately 
4:15 p.m. in Shank’s Pond, 
located along Route 50 near 
Red House, according to a 
report from the Garrett 
County Sheriff's Office 
Three local men risked their 
own lives in trying to save 
Lewis, who had ventured out 
on the pond in a canoe, 
according to the report. 


James G. Shank. 18, told 
police that Lewis had headed 
out to save the loon, and at 
about 4:05 Shank saw that 
he had fallen from the boat 
and was holding on with one 
arm. Shank ran to his home 
and instructed his mother, 
Bunny Shank, to call an 
ambulance, and then went 
back to the pond. Charles 
Layman Jr. stopped his 
vehicle to help Shank and 
another witness, Harold 
Upole, 50, in a rescue at- 
tempt. 

According to the report, 
Layman tied a rope around 
himself and went out onto 





the pond with Upole holding 
the other end. Layman was 
able to locate Lewis and 
pulled him to a dock The 
witnesses, seeing that he was 
not breathing, began CPR on 
the victim. They continued 
in the effort until the South- 

ern Garrett County Rescue 

Squad reached the scene and 

transported |_ewis to Garrett 

Memorial Hospital. 

The Maryland State 
Police Medevec helicopter 
had been summoned, but 
was grounded by severe 
weather.

The county did want to 
provide at least some option 
for individuals who needed 
to dispose of tires at Garrett 
County facilities. This was 
the reason for contracting 
with a licensed tire hauler to 
transport tires brought to 
the landfill to an approved 
tire recycling or processing 
facility 

The commissioners als: 
agreed to erect signs at the 
dumpster sites. The signs 
state the prohibited items 
from the site. These items 
include dumping of commer- 
cial waste, disposing of tires, 
dumping of non-Garrett 
County waste, dumping onto 
the ground, and removing 
materials from containers. 


The commissioners alsx 
agreed to allow gates to be 
placed at the entrance of the 
dump sites. Commissioner 
John Braskey said that this 
is done to restrict vehicular 
traffic at night. 

In other matters, a bid 
from Dura-Sales was opened 
for the retaining walls and 
recycling containers to lower 
the costs of hauling for the 
area’s recycling sites. 

Lee Thorne, Garrett 
County Roads Department 
engineer, said that the bid 
would be reviewed and nego- 
tiated. 

The bid was for the con- 
struction of approximately 
3,200 square feet of retain- 
ing wall and would cost an 
estimated $29,000.

EVENT BASED SCIENCE AT NORTHERN MIDDLE 
SCHOOL 
This article was written by Mr. Von Mosser, Science 
Teacher at Northern Middle School. 

During the summer of 1991, a pilot science project was 
being created to give students an opportunity to learn about 
real events that can be directly related to science. This 
project was dubbed the Event Based Science Project. Its 
focus was originally the earth science area, but as it grew, it 
encompassed all of the sciences. 

Funding was provided by the National Science 
Foundation to Montgomery County Schools and Director 
Russell Wright for a total of $1.03 million. The science 
department at Northern Middle School heard about the 
program at several workshops and requested information 
about the program. When the program became available for 
trial, Northern Middle School teachers Cheryl Glotfelty and 
Von Mosser applied for the grant. The grant was approved 
in 1992, making Northern Middle School one of only six 
places in the world where event based science would be used. 

The three events that Northern Middle School students 
were exposed to were the Exxon Valdez oil spill, the 
Hurricane Andrew disaster in Miami, and the San Francisco 
quake in 1989 known officially as the Loma Prieta 
earthquake. 

Students used numerous library materials and periodicals 
from the media, businesses, and the government to enhance 
their understanding of the event being studied. 

Video tapes provided by the Cable News Network (CNN) 
were also used. 

Unlike traditional units where the facts are presented, 
then reinforced with the media coverage of the event, event 
based science begins with the coverage of the event, then the 
students complete projects and participate in supporting 
lessons dealing with the event. 

During the earthquake unit, the students construct 
“earthquake resistant skyscrapers” to test different designs 
that can withstand tremors and quakes. The final product 
for the earthquake unit is the earthquake safety guide that 
students write and produce to save lives in their adopted 
city. 

During the hurricane unit, students produce a newspaper 
that reports about daily movements of a hurricane that 
strikes their adopted city. They also watch footage of the 
actual Hurricane Andrew event that occurred in Homestead, 
Fla., on Aug. 24, 1992. 

The oil spill unit is more traditional in nature. The 
students complete several laboratory activities that reinforce 
their knowledge of buoyancy. They also study the tides and 
shipping considerations of ocean-going vessels. 

Along with the science they learn from each unit, the 
students receive a healthy dose of social studies, math, and 
language arts in their completion of the projects. The 
interdisciplinary approach of each unit shows how each of 
the four subjects relate in real-life situations. 

Student feedback from the units has been very positive. 
Both males and females agree that the units are interesting 
and that they are gaining much knowledge from the real-life 
applications of the units. 

This pilot project will continue at Northern Middle School 
until the spring of 1995

THE STATE'S NEW DRIVER'S LICENSE: 
TECHNOLOGY FOR A SAFER MARYLAND 

BY GOVERNOR WILLIAM DONALD SCHAEFER 

The driver’s license has become a passport, not only to 
our highways, but to nearly every business and legal 
transaction that we conduct as citizens. Recently, I had the 
opportunity to unveil the state’s new license and 
identification system which will be in effect at all Motor 
Vehicle Administration (MVA) Branch Offices beginning 
January 1. I am very impressed with the new technology, 
which is not only going to make Maryland a safer place, but 
will help make government more efficient for our citizens. 

In adopting this new licensing system, the state tried to 
make the new license user-friendly for citizens, law 
enforcement agencies and businesses alike. We are the first 
state in the country to have a bar code and one of only a 
half-dozen who use the magnetic stripe on the reverse side 
of the license. The magnetic stripe, encoded with the same 
information on the front of the license, is an important 
deterrent against fraudulent duplications. It will also, in the 
future, be used by law enforcement and retail businesses to 
save time in gaining necessary information instead of writing 
it down from the front of the license. 

How many times have you misplaced your driver's 
license? Or maybe it’s been stolen. Another significant 
advantage to the new license and photo I.D. system is its 
capability to store and retrieve an individual’s photo. 
Because the new system takes your photograph through a 
process called digital imaging, your photograph will now be 
stored in the MVA’s data bank and, when you return to the 
MVA for a replacement license, your image can be verified 
to be sure the replacement license is issued to the correct 
person. The system will also digitally store your signature for 
future verification. 

Our young people are sometimes anxious to do the very 
things our laws were passed to protect them from -- like 
underage drinking. Many adults, and students as well, set up 
very lucrative businesses manufacturing false identifications 
that enable young people under the legal drinking age of 21 
to enter bars or liquor stores to purchase alcohol. While very 
few things are infallible, this new driver’s license is created 
in such a way that it is extremely difficult to reproduce and 
completely impossible to alter without destroying the license. 
If the new laminate is tampered with, the underlying 
information and ghost images of both the driver’s photo and 
the Maryland state flag are destroyed. In all, these new 
safety features combine to make a pretty tough license. 

The MVA has made tremendous strides in recognizing 
and fulfilling the needs of its customers. This new license is 
one step among many to enhance their customer service 
efforts, and should help to speed up the time spent in most 
MVA Branch Offices. The cost of the new driver’s license 
does not increase; the license renewal fee continues to be 
$20. 

The MVA is on a five-year renewal cycle and some of you 
won't be getting this unique new license for a little while, 
but once you do, Marylanders can be assured they are 
getting one of the safest and fool-proof driver's licenses in 
the éduntry. And please, if you lose your license or if it’s 
stolen, don’t forget to report it immediately to the MVA 
Hotline at 950-1MVA which is toll free all across Maryland. 
If you have any thoughts about Maryland's new licensing 
system or suggestions on how to further improve the MVA’s 
customer service, write me: Governor William Donald 
Schaefer, State House, Annapolis 21401. 
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and talked among yourselves 
while I talked to Braskey.” 

The issue of whether or 
not funds could be used for

Frances Callis, executive 
director of the resource cen- 
ter as well as a member of 
the women’s commission, 
was on hand at the meeting 
and told Trickett and the 
commissioners that she 
would not be willing to relin- 
quish any of the increase 
recently granted to the cen- 
ter 

Trickett then told the 
commissioners that she 
would call Maryland Attor- 
ney General Joseph Curran 
to find out if women’s com- 
mission would, indeed, be 
eligible to receive a portion 
of the marriage license fees 
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Trickett then asked the 
commissioners, “Don't you 
have even $500 you could 
spare for us?” 

Commissioner Braskey 
responded by saying that he 
had “signed offi on the re- 
ceipt.”

a questionable prescription 
at Gregg’s business. Investi- 
gators soon discovered that 
Morgan had apparently 
passed or attempted to pass 
numerous prescriptions at 
Gregg’s, Deep Creek Phar- 
macy, Grantsville Rite Aid, 
and the Oakland Revco. 

The defendant apparently 
forged the names of Dr. Car] 
Ebby and Ebby’s colleague 
Dr. Martin, neither of whom 
were aware of Morgan's 
activities. Morgan passed 
prescriptions for Percocet, a 
pain killer, and other con- 
trolled substances. The in- 
vestigation was aided by 
pharmacists at the noted 
businesses as well as by 
several area physicians, 
according to the report. 

A sentencing date was not 
indicated on the court docu- 
ment.

Md. State Police Urge Caution, 
Preparedness For Winter Driving 


Maryland State Police 
Superintendent Col. Larry 
W. Tolliver is urging 
motorists to plan ahead, 
buckle up, and use caution 
when driving this winter. 

With more snow in the 
forecast this week, Tolliver 
said he wanted Maryland 
drivers to be prepared for 
the possibility of hazardous 
driving situations. “Winter in 
Maryland can bring 
unpredictable weather that 
will affect driving 
conditions,” Tolliver said. 
"Motorists can increase their 
level of safety by being 
Properly prepared and by 
using caution and common 
sense while driving on 
Marvland roads this winter.” 

Maryland State Police 
encourage motorists to use 
the following winter driving 
tips: 

PLAN AHEAD 

*Make sure your vehicle 
is ready for winter. Check 
anti-freeze, windshield 
washer fluid, oil and 
transmission fluid levels. 
Windshield wipers should be 
in good condition. 

*Make sure vehicle tires 
have sufficient tread and are 
Properly inflated. When 
snow emergency plans are in 
effect, vehicles must be 
equipped with snow tires, 
approved radials, or chains. 

“Inspect the vehicle 
exhaust system to ensure it 
is not leaking carbon 
monoxide. 

“Prepare an emergency 
kit for your vehicle, 
including a blanket and 
flares in case you become 
stranded or disabled. 

“Carry a bag of sand and 
a shovel for use if you 
become stuck. 

“Always make sure your 


vehicle has plenty of gas 

before leaving in case you 

become stranded or disabled. 
WHEN DRIVING 

"Clear all snow from 
vehicle head and tail lights 
before driving. Drive with 
lights on. Use low beams 
when it is snowing for best 
visibility. 

*Remove snow and ice 
from all vehicle windows 
before driving. 

SLOW DOWN 

*Make sure to leave a 
much greater than normal 
distance between your 
vehicle and the one in front 
of you. It takes much longer 
to stop on snow- and ice- 


covered roads. 

"Use extra caution on 
ramps, bridges, and 
overpasses. Those areas 
freeze first and may be 
treacherous when other 
roadway surfaces are not. 

“Accelerate slowly. 
Sudden starts cause the 
wheels to spin. 

“Anticipate stops. Apply 
the brake slowly, pumping 
them gently to prevent the 
vehicle from sliding. Shift 
into neutral while stopping. 


“Always wear your safety 
belt. 

IF YOU BECOME 
DISABLED 

*Stay with your vehicle. 
Put your hood up and turn 
your flashers on, Maryland 
State Police and State 
Highway Administration 
personnel will be on the 
lookout for disabled vehicles. 
It is very hazardous to walk 
along the roadway during a 
winter storm. 

*If you have a cellular 
phone, dial 911 

During winter storms, 
extra Maryland state 
troopers will be on patrol. 
Troopers not normally 
assigned to road patrol, 
report to their local barrack 
for road patrol duties. 

Maryland State Police 
work in close coordination 
with State Highway 
Administration personnel 
during winter storms. Both 
agencies concentrate on 
keeping Maryland roads 
passable and responding to 
motorists in need of 
assistance. 

As always, during a 
winter storm, Maryland 
State Police urge motorists 
not to drive unless 
absolutely necessary. 

“Have a safe winter 
driving season,” said Tolliver.

Injurious To Eyes 

Each year, New Year's 
Eve parties end in tragedy 
for hundreds of Americans 
who receive serious eye 
injuries from champagne 
corks and fireworks. 

The American Academy 
of Ophthalmology, the 
world’s largest association of 
medical eye doctors, warns 
that a flying champagne cork 
can become a dangerous 
projectile, just small enough 
to pass by the facial bones 
that usually protect the eyes. 
The sudden impact of a 
popped cork may cause 
interior damage that can 
lead to blindness. To prevent 
eye injuries, never point the 
champagne cork at anyone's 
face, including your own, 
and be sure to open the 
bottle properly. 

Here is the safest way to 
open a champagne bottle: 

1. Keep the bottle cold. A 
warm bottle is more likely to 
pop unexpectedly. Cham- 
pagne tastes best when 
served at a temperature of 
about 45 degrees. 

2. Remove the foil over 
the cork. then carefully 
remove the wire hood while 
holding the cork down with 
the palm of your hand. 

3. Place a towel over the 
entire top and tilt the bottle 
at a 45-degree angle away 
from yourself and others.

Grasp the cork firmly and 
slowly twist it to break the 
seal. In the case of a 
stubborn cork, place the 
bottle under cool running 
tap water for about 20 
seconds, then repeat the 
slow twisting. 

Keeping the bottle at a 
45-degree angle, hold it 
firmly with one hand and 
with the other, turn the cork 
slowly with a slight upward 
pull until it is nearly out of 
the neck. Counter the force 
of the cork by using slight 
downward pressure just as 
the cork breaks free of the 
bottle.

the traditional pop, but be- 
cause the pressure of the 
bottle is released gradually, 
people will find that the 
bubbles in their glass actual- 
ly last longer. To avoid ex- 
cessive foam while pouring, 
hold both the bottle and the 
glass at a 45-degree angle. 
Fireworks can also cause 
devastating eye injuries. In 
some states, nearly 40 per- 


cent of all fireworks eye 
injuries occur at New Year's. 
Amateur use of fireworks is 
responsible for an estimated 
2,000 eye injuries in the 
United States each year. 
The injuries almost al- 
ways involve legal fireworks. 
Sparklers, for example, are 
often perceived as safe, but 
burn at up to 1800 degrees 
and cause many eye injuries

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Federal Tax Booklets To Arrive 
Soon; IRS Notes Several Changes 


More than 2.6 million 
lederal tax booklets will start 
arriving in mailboxes 
throughout Maryland and 
the District of Columbia 
after the holidays 

Taxpayers should not be 
surprised if they receive « 
different form than the one 
they filed last year The IRS 
sends the tax form that 1s 
easiest and best fits the tax- 
payer's needs based on the 
return filed in the previous 
year. So, a taxpayer who 
filed a Form 1040 last year, 
but could have used the 
shorter Form 1040A, will 
receive that package in the 
mail 

At a news conference this 
week, Paul Harrington, IRS 
District Director for Mary- 
land and DC , urged taxpay- 
ers to allow up to two weeks 
to receive their tax booklet. 
"If yours doesn't arrive by 
then, or if you need a differ- 
ent form, call 1-800-829- 
3676,” Harrington said 

Harrington asked taxpay- 
ers to take time to review 
their tax booklet and to start 
gathering the information 
needed to file their returns. 

Many area taxpayers, who 
used professional tax prepar- 
ers last year, will be receiv- 
ing a Postcard, Form 8160, 
rather then a booklet. Tax- 
payers can send the postcard 
hack to IRS to obtain a tax 
buukiet Uf thes play to pre- 
pare their own return, or 
simply give the postcard, 
containing their pre-printed 
lubel, to their preparer for 
use on their return. The [RS 
has doubled the amount of 
pustcards being sent to tax- 
payers this year in an effort 
to reduce costs and increase 
efficiency. Last year, IRS 
saved $14 million with this

Although the 1993 forms 
closely resemble those tax- 
payers used last year, there 
are several changes taxpay- 
ers should note this year. 

The Earned Income 

Credit (EIC) Has 
Increased Significantly 
For 1993 

The amount of the credit 
ts larger with a maximum 
credit this year of $2,364, up 
from $2,211 last year. The 
credit has three parts, the 
basic EIC and two additional 
credits--one for taxpayers 
who paid for health insur- 
ance coverage for a qualify- 
ing child and another for 
taxpayers who have a child 
that was born in 1993. 

This year, taxpayers with 
income less than $23,050 can 
claim the credit. This is up 
from $22,370 last year. Sche- 
dule EIC is used to claim the 
credit. Taxpayers have the 
option of letting IRS com- 
pute the credit for them by 
filling out only three lines on 
the form. Schedule EIC is 
included in all Form 1040 
and 1040A tax booklets. 
The Exemption Amounts 

Increase For 1993 

For 1993, the personal 
exemption amount for each 
taxpayer and for each depen- 
dent is $2,350, up from 
$2,300 in 1992. 

“Again this year,” I[lar- 
ington noted, "most taxpay- 
ers will not have to itemize 
deductions but instead, can 
take advantage of the in- 
creased standard deduction.” 

The 1993 standard deduc- 
tion amounts are as follows: 
single taxpayer, $3,700, head 
of household, $5,450; mar- 
ried filing jointly, $6,200; 
and married filing separate- 
Iv, $3,100.

Additional standard de- 
ductions: single, age 65 o1 
over or blind, $900; and 
married, age 65 or over or 
blind, $700 each. 

For taxpayers eligible to 
be claimed as a dependent 
on someone else’s return, 
the standard deduction is 
the greater of $600 or actual 
earned income, limited to 
the standard deduction 
amounts listed above. 

Most taxpayers wiil not 
have to look up their stan- 
dard deduction in the tax 
booklet instructions. These 
amounts are listed right on 
the form. 

Changes Affecting 
Higher Income 
Taxpayers 

Last year, there were only 
three tax rates, 15 percent, 
28 percent, and 31 percent 
(for higher-income taxpay- 
ers.) For 1993, there are five 
rates: 15 percent. 28 percent, 
31 percent, 36 percent and 
39.6 percent. 

The 31 percent, 36 per- 
cent, and 39.6 percent rates, 
however, do not apply to net 
capital gain income, which is 
taxed at a maximum rate of 
28 percent. Taxpayers with 
net capital gains should use 
the Tax Worksheet, in the 
instructions for Schedule D 
(Form 1040), to figure their 
tax. Many taxpayers think 
that everyone's tax rates 
have gone up. In fact, due to 
the inflation adjustments in 
each rate bracket, most 
people will be in the same 
bracket. The two new higher 
rates of 36 percent and 39.6 
percent affect fewer than 
two percent of all taxpayers. 

Taxpayers with Adjusted 
Gross Income (AGI) greater 
than $108,450 ($54,225 for 
married taxpayers filing 
separately) will reduce the 
amount of certain itemized 
deductions claimed on Sche-

dule A by three percent of 
the amount of their AGI 
exceeds the $108,450 thresh- 
old. The tax booklet contains 
a worksheet to help taxpay- 
ers determine their net item- 
ized deductions. 

Taxpayers with AGI in 
excess of the following speci- 
fied thresholds will reduce 
their personal exemption 
amount by two percent for 
every $2,500 ($1,250 if mar- 
ried filing separately) or part 
thereof that their income 
exceeds $162,700 if married 
filing jointly or qualifying 
widow with dependent child; 
$81,350 if married filing 
separately; $108,450 if sin- 
gle; or $135,600 if head of 
household. There is a work- 
sheet in the tax booklet for 
taxpayers to determine if 
their personal exemption 
eunount must be reduced. 

Income Levels For 

Filing Are Higher 

Taxpayers must only file 
a return if their income is 
above a certain amount. 
These amounts vary, de- 
pending upon a person's 
filing status. 

Filing requirements for 
1993 for taxpayers under age 
65 are: single, $6,050; head 


an, 
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of household, $7,800; mar- 
ried filing jointly, $10,900; 
and married filing separate- 
ly, $2,350. 

With the exception of the 
“married filing separately” 
filing status, the income 
threshold for taxpayers who 
are age 65 or over is in- 
creased by the amount of 
their additional standard 
deduction. Special filing 
requirements for children 
and dependents are detailed 
in the tax instruction book- 
lets. 

Other Changes 
This Year 

The simplest tax return, 
Form 1040EZ, is no longer 
just for single individuals, 
but can also be used by 
married couples, filing joint- 
ly, with incomes under 
$50,000 and who have no 
dependents. 


Form 1040, Schedule C 
provides more room this 
year to list "Other Expenses,” 
an important deductible 
category for sole proprietors. 

Also, self-employed indi- 
viduals who are writing off 
automobile expenses, but 
have no other depreciation 
to report, will no longer have 
to fill out Form 4562, the

depreciation schedule, and 
can list this information 
directly on Schedule C. 

Form 1040, Schedule D, 
for reporting capital gains 
and losses, has been stream- 
lined to 23 lines, from 52 
last year. 

The $1 check-off for the 
Presidential Election Cam- 
paign Fund increases to $3 
($6 if married filing a joint 
return) starting with this 
year’s federal tax return. As 
in the past, this amount does 
not increase the taxes an 
individual owes and doesn’t 
decrease a refund. It merely 
designates $3 of the individ- 
ual’s taxes for presidential 
elections. 

Some older Americans 
have expressed concern 
about higher rates on social 
security benefits. Those 
changes don’t go into effect 
until tax year 1994 and will 
affect relatively few social 
security recipients. 

“Approximately 70 per- 
cent of taxpayers will get 
refunds this year averaging 
$1,000," Harrington noted. "I 
can’t think of a better rea- 
son to file early than to get 
your refund check as soon as 
possible.” 

Harrington also en- 
couraged taxpayers to con- 
sider filing their returns 
electronically this year. "In 
its sixth year of availability 
in Maryland and D.C., this 
process cuts the waiting time 
for refunds in half." Last 
year, over 270,000 area tax- 
pavers filed their returns 


electronically and received 
their refunds in approxi- 
mately three weeks instead 
of waiting the usual six 
weeks for a return filed on 
paper. This year, IRS proj- 
ects that over 300,000 Mary- 


land/D.C. area taxpayers will 
file electronically through 
the services of over 1,500 tax 
preparers who offer this 
feature. 

Harrington concluded his 
remarks by stating that IRS 
stands ready to assist tax- 
payers in person at any of 11 
offices throughout Maryland 
and the District of Columbia, 
or by calling toll-free 1-800- 
829-1040.

GOD'S MISTAKES 
January 2, 1994 


Background Scripture: 
Luke 4 16-28 

Devotional Readings: 
Isaiah 61 1-2, 586 


Does God make mistakes? 

Practically all of us would be 
eager tosay "No" tothat ques- 
tion According to our beliefs it 
is absolutely impossible for God 
to over be in error 

Yet, though we might vehe- 
mently deny that God makes 
mistakes, we often act as if he 
does IfGod hadto wait foreach 
of his acts to be ratified by a 
worldwide popularreferendum, 
his will would probably never 
be done Someone hassaidthat, 
if God were a committee, the 
universe would probably never 
have moved beyond the “Big 
Bang ” 

The fact 1s, God's ways are 
often not our ways And when 
his ways are contrary to ours, 
wo act asifthe problem is with 
him not with us That's why we 
take our civic cues from politi- 
cians rather than from God 
That’s why we usually leave 
God out of our business lives-- 
God doesn't seem to havo a 
“business head” And that is 
also why we relegate religion to 
the “spiritual” rather than the 
pragmatic, every day side God 
18 a nice fellow and all of that, 
but in “the real world * God's 
ways are just too impractical 

WHO'S THIS? 

Sometimes Christians not 
only don’t agree with God's 
ways, but they get downright 
upset about them. That's what 
Jesus experienced in his home 
town of Nazareth when he went 
to the synagogue on the Sab- 
bath and read from the scroll of 
the Prophet Isaiah At first, 
people were somewhat im- 
pressed with his reading, but 
then they began to question 
“Isnot | hisdoseph’sson™ (Luke 
422b) Actually. that quotation 
could be taken two different 
ways It could mean apprecia- 
tion isn'tit wonderful what our 
hometown boy 18 saying! Or, it 
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could mean disdain who does 
this local yokel think hes? Our 
key comes fromJdesun response 
*Doubtless you will quate to 
mothe proverb, ‘Physician, heal 
yourself what we have heard 
you did at Capernaum, do hero 
alsoin yourowncountry’ ” And 
he said, “Truly, I say to you, no 
prophet is acceptable inhisown 
country” (laike 4 23,2 1) 

Obviously, Jesus did not re- 
gard their comment as a con- 
gratulation, for he knew that 
they did not really accept him 
and hismission [hs tocaltowns- 
people figured that, af God had 
chosen this man, he had made 
a mistake! 

Jesus forced the issue to a 
hoadby citingtothemtwotimes 
in the history of Israc] when 
God had bestowed his special 
blessings upon Gentilesinstead 
ofJews Keepin mindhow much 
they despised the Gentiles As 
Wilham Barelay says in hiscom- 
mentary on Luke, “They be- 
heved that “God had creatod 
the Gentiles to be fuel for the 
fires of hell’ ” tf God had spe- 
cially blessed Gentiles such as 
Zaraphathand Naaman, he had 
made a mistake! 

ANNOYED WITH 
THE GOSPEL 

Now, of course, no good Jew 
would haveever saidor allowed 
himself to think that God had 
made a mistake But he might 
novertheless have acted as if 
that were so For Luke tells us, 
“When they heard this, all in 
the synagogue were filled with 
wrath” (1.28) What were they 
angry about? About what God 
had done Thoir anger shuwed 
that they disapproved of what 
God had done 

Does that ever happen in 
ourchurches? Yes, it does w hen 
we (mdourselves annoyed when 
the gospel of Jesus Chnst 1s 
apphed to people who, unlike 
ourselves, “don't deserve it” 
Wo would have a similar reac- 
tion ifon some Sunday morning 
in church someone reminded 
us that God had healed an er- 
rant Hindu while Chnstians 
remained unhealed 

Unfortunately, hike his fel- 
low Nazarenes, many ofusthink 
that, because we are members 
of this church or that, we have 
aclaim onthe goodness of God 
But in fact, the goodness of God 
flows wherover people are re- 
ceptive to it 

As always, the mistake 1s 
not God's, but ours

TIPS ON KEEPING THE LIFE OF YOUR PARTY 
ALIVE 


Reinember: After a few 
alcoholic drinks, even the 
best driver can be impaired 
enough to injure or kill 
someone. Effects of alcohol 
and vary depending on body- 
type, sex, mood, and other 
factors. One drink equals 5 
ounces of 12 percent wine, 
12 ounces of 5 percent beer, 
or 1% ounces of 80 proof 
liquor, even when mixed 
with non-alcoholic beverages. 
If you consume larger or 
stronger drinks, drink on an 
empty stomach, are tired, 
upset, sick or taking medica- 
tionsdrugs, you can be im- 
paired with fower drinks. 

1, Always serve food 
with alcohol. High protein 
and carbohydrate foods like 
cheese and meats are espe- 
cially good. They stay in the 
stomach longer, which slows 
the rate of which the body 
absorbs alcohol. 

2. Have several jiggers 
or self-measuring one- 
ounce bottle spouls at the 
bar to mix drinks. Guests 
are less likely to drink exces- 
sively when standard mea- 
sures are used. 

3. If you serve alcohol- 
ic punch, use a non-car- 
bonated base such as 
fruit juice’ The body ab- 
sorbs alcohol faster when 






mixed with carbonation. 

4. Serve non-alcoholic 
beverages. It is possible 
that some of your guests will 
not want to drink alcohol. 

5. Do not force drinks 
on your guests or rush to 
refill their glasses when 
empty. Some guests may 
not wish to appear rude and 
will accept drinks they do 
not want. 

6. Stop serving alcohol 
about two hours before 
the party is over. Guests 
then have time for their 
bodies to absorb the alcohol 
consumed. Serve coffee or 
other non-alcoholic beverag- 
es as well as food. 

7. If you observe a 
guest drinking too much: 
engage hinvher in conversa- 
tion to slow down the drink- 
ing; offer high protein food, 
offer to make the next drink 
using less alcohol -- mix it 
with non-carbonated base. 

Remember: Neither coffee 
nor a cold shower will help 
sober someone up. Only fume 
can do that. 

AFTER THE PARTY 

1, Suggest that you or 
a sober friend drive your 
alcohol-impaired guest 
home. The car can always 
be picked up at another 
time.

2. Suggest that your 
impaired guest stay over- 
night in your home. This 
could be inconvenient, but 
you could be saving your 
Triend’s life.

The best defense 
against an alcohol-impaired 
driver is a safety belt.

The wel- 
come centers are equipped 
with restroom facilities, 24- 
hour vending machines and 
pay telephones. 

“With winter weather on 
the way, we urge travelers to 
allow plenty of time to get to 
their destination, make sure 
their cars are in good work- 
ing order, and fill up their 
gas tanks early in the day, 
since many service stations 
close early before holidays,” 
said Secretary of Economic 
and Employment Develop- 
ment (DEED) Mark L. Was- 
eerman. 

Travelers with cellular 
telephones on Maryland's 
interstate highways are 
encouraged to call #77 to be 
connected with the Maryland 
State Police if they witness a 
traveler in distress or an 
emergency situation. 

The state’s welcome cen- 
ters will be open every day 
from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. except 
Christmas Day and New 
Year’s Day.

Carjacking Down 
Twenty Percent 
Say State Police 


Maryland State Police 
Superintendent Colonel 
Larry W. Tolliver announced 
this weck that carjackings 
have dropped 20 percent 
statewide for the first nine 
months of 1993, compared to 
the same period last year. 

Based on information 
provided by law enforcement 
agencies statewide to the 
Maryland Uniform Crime 
Reporting Program there 
were 522 carjackings in the 
first three quarters of 1993, 
as compared to 655 during 
the same time in 1992. 
Carjacking is defined as the 
unauthorized possession or 
control of a motor vehicle 
from another individual in 
actual possession by force or 
intimidation or threat of 
force or violence. 

"While we are pleased 
with the decrease in 
carjackings overall, it still 


muat be stressed thet 
carjacking is a serious and 
many times violent act,” 
Tolliver said. “It ie important 
for people to take the 
necessary precautions to 
avoid placing themselves in 
danger” 

While most victims 
received no injuries, there 
was one person killed during 
a carjacking in 1993. The 
weapon of choice for 
carjackers remains to be a 
handgun, used in 60 percent 
of cases. More than half of 
all carjackings occurred 
when cars were parked. At 
least 30 carjackings couki 
have been avoided all 
together; they were the 
result of picking up a 
hitchhiker, according to 
police.

Tax Forms Highlight Local Changes 
And Expanded Benefits For Some 


Increased local income tax 
rates affecting more than 
one in every five Maryland 
taxpayers and expanded 
benefits for two income 
families and senior citizens 
are some of the changes 
appearing on the two million 
1993 Maryland income tax 
booklets now being mailed to 
taxpayers, Maryland State 
Comptroller Louis L. 
Goldstein announced at a 
joint IRS-state news 
conference in Baltimore 
Tuesday. 

‘Keep in mind that we 
will be happy to complete 
your Maryland income tax 
return free of charge, as long 
as you bring along a 
completed federal return and 
all W-2 statements when you 
visit any of our offices,” 
Goldstein said. 

Goldstein reminded 
taxpayers that Allegany and 
Montgomery counties

while officials in Worcester

While 18 Maryland 
subdivisions levy a 50% rate, 
Baltimore County has a 55% 
local income tax rate for 
1993, and Allegany, Mont- 
gomery, Prince George’s and 
Talbot counties have the 
maximum 60% rate. 

The comptroller added 
that he hoped to avoid a 
repeat of the number one 
error from last filing season - 
- which was incorrectly 
computing the local income 
tax -- by reminding taxpay- 
ers early and often about the 
local rate changes for tax 
year 1993. 

Last year, changes in 
local tax rates accounted for 
errors on more than 3% of 
Maryland returns. The usual 
rate for the top error is only 
one percent. 

Thecomptroller reminded 
taxpayers that the local 
income tax rate is based on 
where one lives; not where 
one works. 

“All local income tax rates 
and helpful worksheets are 
included in the state tax 
booklet to help taxpayers 
correctly calculate their local 
income tax. Please be sure to 
enter the correct amount of 
local income tax on line 62b. 
Remember: any error will 
slow down the processing of 
your refund check,” Gold- 
stein said. 

The comptroller noted 
that taxpayers will see other 
differences in the forms, as a 
result of pioneering data 
imaging equipment which 
will process the tax returns 
this year for the first time. 

"For the first time, tax- 
payers must round all num- 
bers to the nearest dollar,”

Goldstein added. Rounding 
will help insure that the 
forms are processed properly 
by the new technology and 
make it easier for taxpayers 
to complete their calcula- 
tions. 

“Taxpayers should also 
enter figures on the forms 
using the new tick marks to 
separate the numbers. How- 
ever, no one will be penal- 
ized if theirt entries run 
outside of the boxes,” Gold- 
stein said. 

Many taxpayers contacted 
the General Assembly last 
year, successfully urging a 
change in the state tax break 
for married couples. Comp- 
troller Goldstein noted that 
the expanded benefit allows 
married couples to subtract 
up to $1,200 from their 
taxable income, including 
wage, interest, pension and 
business income. Previously, 
the subtraction was only 
valid for wage income. 

“We've included a work- 
sheet in the state tax booklet 
to help you calculate the 
proper amount for your 
situation,” the comptroller 
said. 

Aside from the two-in- 
come benefit which was 
expanded to include pension 
income, senior citizens will 
also benefit from Maryland's 
maximum pension exclusion, 
which has been increased to 
$13,100 for 1993. 

The comptroller reminded 
taxpayers that Social Securi- 
ty and Railroad Retirement 
benefits are not taxable on 
the Maryland return. 

Increased filing levels 
affecting the Maryland re- 
turn will allow taxpayers to 
have more income before 
they're required to file. For 
example, single taxpayers

under 65 do not have to file 
a Maryland return unless 
their gross income is $6,050 
or more in 1993. The mini- 
mum filing levels for all 
taxpayers are listed on page 
one of the tax booklet in- 
structions. 

Goldstein also said that 
electronic filing of Maryland 
income tax returns is being 
offered again this year as a 
speedy way for taxpayers to 
receive their state tax refund 
check. 

“Last year, it took our 
office an average of just three 
days after a valid electronic 
filing was received to put a 
refund check in the mail,” 
Goldstein said. 

Approximately 700 tax 
preparers across the state 
participate in Maryland's 
electronic filing program. 

"Contact your local pre- 
parer to see if he or she is 
participating in the pro- 
gram,” Goldstein said, adding 
that tax preparers must be 
approved to participate in 
the IRS electronic filing 
program before they are 
admitted to the state’s pro- 
gram. 

Because of a computer 
conversion, all taxpayers 
who filed 1992 returns will 
receive tax booklets with 
preprinted labels, even those 
taxpayers who requested 
their labels on post cards 
because they use professional 
tax preparers. "Those taxpay- 
ers who use preparers should 
check the appropriate box on 
their 1993 tax form so they 
will only receive the post 
card and label next year,” 
Goldstein said. 

Taxpayers will have the 
opportunity to contribute to 
the Chesapeake Bay and 
Endangered Species Fund on 
the Maryland income tax 
return again this year. Last 
year, taxpayers donated 
nearly $1 million to the fund 
by checking the box on line 
63 and entering a donation 
that was either subtracted 
from their refund or added 
to any additional state and 
local tax they owed. 

Approximately $5 million 
has been contributed since 
the checkoff feature was 
introduced five years ago. 
The average donation has 
grown from $11.54 to nearly 
$14. 

Goldstein reminded tax- 
payers that all 19 Maryland 
income tax offices will offer 
free state tax assistance 
Monday through Friday, 
until the filing deadline, 
Friday, April 15, 1994. The 
hours of assistance are 8 
a.m. to 5 p.m. 

Extra hours of assistance 
will also be offered on all 
state holidays and certain 
weekends during the filing 
season. All of the offices will 
remain open during regular 
hours on Friday, January 14, 
while most state offices will 
be closed in observance of 
Martin Luther King Day.

Prevention efforts have 
been successful in reducing 
the number of alcohol-relat- 
ed traffic deaths since the 
1970s, according to Garrett 
County Health Department 
officials. As part of Decem- 
ber’s National Drunk and 
Drugged Driving (3-D) Pre- 
vention month, the health 
department has joined a 
coalition of national organi- 
zations to “Take a Stand” 
and prevent friends from 
letting friends drive drunk. 

A decade of combined 
efforts by NHTSA, the me- 
dia, and many public and 
private organizations and 
volunteers has demonstrated 
that prevention works to 
reduce impaired driving. 
With the holiday season and 
numerous corporate func- 
tions planned, acommitment 
to provide safe roadways for 
everyone is vital, said the 
spokesperson. Establishing 
guidelines for the responsible 
use of alcohol at corporate 
functions is a key part to 
encouraging the message of 
3-D Prevention Month. 

A management-level per- 
son should be charged with 
the responsibility of oversee- 
ing any function where alco- 
hol is served and should 
brief staff members, caterers, 
and those responsibie for 
hotels and conference cen- 
ters. 

When serving food at 
corporate functions, unique 
and interesting foods should 
be considered to encourage 
consumption, and food 
should be served in waves to 
allow guests frequent trips 
back to the table. Adequate 
quantities of protein-based 
items that inhibit the ab- 
sorption of alcohol into the 
bloodstream, such as meats, 
cheeses, pizza, and raw vege- 
tables and dip should be 
provided. Thirst-provoking 
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appetizers, such as chips, 
pretzels, or other salty 
snacks, should be avoided. 

Corporate events should 
focus on people or events, 
and not on the drinking. 
"Consider an interesting 
program, social activity, or 
other entertainment,” said 
the spokesperson. 

The price of admission or 
food should be separated 
from the cost of drinks if 
guests are being charged a 
fee. This does not force non- 
drinkers to share the cost of 
alcoholic beverages, and 
alcoholic drinks should be 
served only upon request. 

The bar should close at 
least an hour before the end 
of the event, non-alcoholic 
beverages including coffee, 
tea, soft drinks, and dessert, 
should be made available at 
that time. 

The Garrett County 
Health Department is taking 
part in this nationwide 
awareness and prevention 
effort to emphasize the con- 
sequences of impaired driv- 
ing and call to action ways 
to significantly reduce the 
alcohol-related crashes that 
claim thousands of innocent 
lives each year.

Insurance Fraud 
Unit Successful 
In First Year 


Governor William Donald 
Schaefer announced this 
week that the Maryland 
Insurance Fraud Unit re- 
ceived 350 allegations of 
insurance fraud during its 
first year of operation. The 
governor established the unit 
by executive order and it 
became operational on De- 
cember 13, 1992. 

“During the first full year 
of operation, the unit has 
examined scams ranging 
from agent theft and staged- 
automobile accidents, to 
fraud in such areas as work- 
ers compensation and prop- 
erty and medical claims,” 
said Governor Schaefer. "In- 
surance fraud is a serious 
problem that raises premi- 
ums for everyone.” 

Criminal investigations 
have been initiated in 150 
cases with fraudulent 
amounts in excess of $5 mil- 
lion in attempted or realized 
fraud. Some of the cases 
were international in scope 
A telephone "Tip Line” ac- 
counted for 115 allegations 
and 235 cases were written 
referrals. 

Insurance Commissioner 
Dwight K. Bartlett III esti- 
mates that insurance fraud 
in Maryland costs every 
man, woman, and child in 
the state more than $270 a 
year 

The unit is headed by 
Marvland State Police Lieu- 
tenant John R. Davis, who 
directs a seven-member staff, 
including investigators, and 
legal and clerical personnel. 

"The unit has found that 
reports of suspected insur- 
ance fraud continue to rise 
as public attention is drawn 
to this crime,” said Lt. Davis. 
We expect the number of 


complaints to continue to 
grow, as the fraud unit be- 
comes more widely known.” 

The Maryland Insurance 
Fraud Unit works in collabo- 
ration with postal authori- 
ties, other state fraud units, 
local state’s attorneys, the 
Attorney General's Office, 
various medical investigative 
services and the US. Depart- 
ment of Labor. 

Future investigations will 
be aided by a recently nego- 
tiated agreement with the 
National Insurance Crime 
Bureau (NICB). Starting 
January 1, allegations of 
fraud will be referred to 
NICB, which will provide 
Maryland's unit with addi- 
tional resources, information 
and expertise. 

The unit also makes pre- 
sentations to criminal justice 
agencies around the state to 
apprise them of the extent of 
insurance fraud and the 
ultimate cost passed to all 
citizens. 

According to Lt. Davia, 


the major concerns are 
staged-auto accidents and 
agent fraud. reported fraud 
occurs most in the metropol- 
itan areas of Baltimore and 
Washington.

To Mounting 
Public Concerns 


Global trade, concern for 
the environment, a safe and 
efficient food supply and 
economic viability have char- 
acterized the 1990s from a 
farm perspective. As the 
mid-point of the decade ap- 
proaches, Farm Bureau con- 
tinues to have a lasting and 
large impact on US. agricul- 
ture policy. 

Farm Bureau's goal of 
opening new world markets 
to American agriculture pro- 
ducts continue to remain 
intact. 

One of the most far- 
reaching and progressive 
bilateral trade agreements 
ever negotiated was passed 
by Congress with the help of 
Farm Bureau. The North 
American Free Trade Agree- 
ment (NAFTA) will create a 
free trade zone between the 
US., Mexico and Canada, 
and will open Mexican mar- 
kets to all types of American 
goods and agriculture com- 
modities. As part of the AG 
for NAFTA coalition, Ameri- 
can Farm Bureau Federation 
(AFBF) played an integral 
role in passage of the 
agreement. 

Negotiations on the Uru- 
guay round of the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade (GATT) continue. The 
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However, our 24-hour automated

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trade body began in the late 
1940s and is designed to 
bring nations into agreement 
on the amounts and types of 
trade barriers they impose 
on imported goods. This 
latest round, which got un- 
derway in 19886, is character- 
izeal by sometimes violent 
protests of European farmers 
and their insistence on pro- 
tection for their crops.

Environmental concerns 
reached new heights as the 
1990s began. More than 
ever, farmers and their pro- 
duction practices have been 
brought into question. 

From battles over the 
Clean Water Act and wet- 
lands delineation to prob- 
lems with the Endangered 
Species Act, Farm Bureau is 
fighting to protect farmers’ 
and ranchers’ rights to have 
full use of their land. Farm 
Bureau has taken an active 
role in court cases that chal- 
lenged private property 
rights. 

The organization has 
been actively working to 
achieve legislation that out- 
lines improper takings and 
lays down guidelines for 
compensation to property 
owners. 

The 1990s saw the end of 
a political era. For the first 
time in 12 years, a Democrat 
was elected to the White 
House in the 1992 election. 
President Bill Clinton took 
office in January. 

Former Mississippi con- 
gressman Mike Espy was 
Clinton’s choice to head the 
USDA, a move that was 
applauded by Farm Bureau. 
Espy vowed to work in har- 
mony with farmers and 
Farm Bureau to achieve 
positive goals for American 
agriculture. 

Farm Bureau has been a 
constant champion for gov- 
ernmental fiscal responsibili- 
ty. Through its policies and 
grassroots membership 
structure, Farm Bureau has 
urged the federal govern- 
ment to decrease spending 
and balance its budget rath- 
er than implement new 
taxes. 

As the American Farm 
Bureau Federationcelebrates 
its 75th anniversary, it re- 


flects on the past and looks 
forward to a bright future. 
Farm Bureau will continue 
to represent the interests of 
America’s farmers and 
ranchers and looks forward 
to peace, happiness and 


prosperity. 
National Security 
Adviser Is Former 


Area Resident 

Anthony Lake, President 
Clinton’s national security 
adviser, has been raising 
beef cattle in Worthington, 
Mass., for the last 12 years. 
But in the Jimmy Carter 
years, when he was director 
of policy planning in the 
State Department, he ran a 
cattle farm in Horse Shoe 
Run, W.Va. He moved to 
Worthington not long after 
the Carter administration 
ended. 

Lake, who keeps a large 
painting of a bull in his 
White House office, 
maintains a double identity, 
also serving as a field driver 
and fence viewer in 
Worthington. The job makes 
him responsible for rounding 
up escaped cows, pigs and 
sheep, and making sure local 
fences are in tiptop shape. 

Lake, 54, is glad to 
continue in the post, which 
he’s held for about 10 years - 
- although these days he 
spends little time in 
Worthington. “It’s a welcome 
honor,” he says. “It’s one 
small link back to reality in 
western Massachusetts.” 
When he’s not around, the 
farm is run by his wife, 
Toni. 

To make rampaging 
livestock fall into line 
requires a certain diplomatic 
touch. But Lake says the 
strategies that work on 
Worthington’s wayward 
cattle have little effect in the 
nation’s capital. 

“When the running cows 
get close to you, you wave 
your arms and yell,” he says. 
“In Washington, if you jump 
up and down and wave your 
arms, nothing happens.” 

Lake tries to bring some 
of his farm experiences to 
bear on his government 
duties. “One thing you learn 
on a farm,” he says, “is that 
the most important ingredi- 
ent is common sense, and 
that’s not a bad thing to try 
to remember in Washing- 
ton.”

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Uruguay Round 
Deal Completed 


The completion of a world 
trade agreement by negotia- 
tors last week signals the 
end of a long and conten- 
tious seven-year battle, said 
American Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration President Dean 
Kleckner. 

Kleckner said the agricul- 
tural agreement contains a 
number of important market 
access opportunities and 
should result in a “major 
step forward” in world trade. 

"This could help expand 
the U.S. farm exports, bol- 
ster farm prices and create 
jobs in the agricultural sec- 
tor,” Kleckner said. 

Kleckner said increased 
access into foreign markets 
is also positive for U.S. farm- 
ers and ranchers. The agree- 
ment will allow corn exports 
to continue into Europe, 
particularly Spain and Por- 
tugal. And Japan and South 
Korea will lift their import 
bans on rice, which should 
open up new export opportu- 
nities for U.S. rice farmers. 

Kleckner said it is disap- 
pointing that the terms of an 
earlier deal negotiated be- 
tween the U.S. and the Eu- 
ropean Community were 
changed. The new agree- 
ment will allow the EC to 
continue to subsidize more 
exports of wheat and other 
commodities over the next 
six years. It also will allow 
the U.S. to subsidize more 
exports under the export en- 
hancement agreement than 
would have been allowed. 

“The whole thrust of this 
GATT Round was to reduce, 
and at some point eliminate, 
subsidies--especially agricul- 
tural export subsidies,” 
Kleckner said. “However, it 
looks as though at the end of 
six years, the allowable sub- 
sidized exports into the 
world market will be consid- 
erably lower than they are 
today. And that has got to 
be good news.” 

He said Farm Bureau has 
voiced a consistent message 
throughout the negotiations. 

“We want to open up 
markets around the world. 
We are not afraid of compe- 
tition here in this country, 
but we want it to be fair,” 
Kleckner said. "We don’t 
want our farmers and ranch- 
ers to be competed against 


unfairly, but we are willing 
to compete on a fair basis 
here in the United States 
with imported products.” 

He said Farm Bureau will 
determine its position on 
GATT when more of the 
details on the agriculture 
agreement are known. 

“I really hope that we will 
be able to support this 
GATT agreement. And, I 
believe we will--if, when the 
details are announced, it is 
as market-opening as we are 
hearing that it is,” Kleckner 
said. “However, if this is not 
a good agreement for Ameri- 
ca and for American agricul- 
ture, Farm Bureau will have 
no reservations about asking 
Congress to defeat it. 

"I hope we can say ‘vote 
yes on GATT’,” Kleckner 
said. 


CRP Conversions 


Add Benefits, 


Extend Contracts 

Kenneth R. Bachtel, 
chairperson of the Garrett 
County Agricultural Stabili- 
zation and Conservation Ser- 
vice, says farmers who 
enrolled in the Conservation 
Reserve Program (CRP) on 
or before November 28, 
1990, may apply for added 
benefits under conversion 
provisions of the CRP pro- 
gram 

"Program participants 
may convert grass and le- 
gume covers to hardwood 
trees, windbreaks, shelter- 
belts, or wildlife corridors,” 
Bachtel said. The conversion 
will allow the producer to 
extend the contract, receive 
cost-share assistance for 
planting the acreage to trees, 
up to five additional rental 
payments. 

He said producers must 
apply in advance for approv- 
al of the conversion and exe- 
cute a revised CRP contract. 

The CRP is used to re- 
duce soil erosion on highly 
erodible and other environ- 
mentally sensitive lands by 
retiring it from agricultural 
production for a 10-15 year 
period. With long-term main- 
tenance of these acres in 
mind, producers are provided 
an opportunity to weigh the 
benefits of converting grass 
and legume covers to trees. 
“This may not only continue 
to reduce erosion but also 
provides long-term economic 


gains to the participant,” 
ASCS official Bachtel said 

Farmers interested in 
converting existing CRP 
contracts should contact the 
ASCS office in the Garrett 
County Courthouse. 


Population Loss 
Noted In Remote 


Rural Areas 

Rural population settle- 
ment was once organized 
largely around extractive 
industries--agriculture, for- 
estry, and mining--and the 
delivery of services to both 
those industries and the 
people associated with them. 
As employment in extractive 
industries declined, manufac- 
turing growth absorbed some 
of the labor, but rural settle- 
ment has become increasing- 
ly organized in proximity to 
expanding urban areas and 
natural amenities. 

The importance of natu- 
ral resources, climate, and 
environment for the rural 
economy has shifted from 
resource exploitation toward 
attractiveness to working 
families, retirees, and vaca- 
tioners. 

Much of the rural middle 
of the country lost popula- 
tion in the 1980's, while the 
rural west, southwest, and 
some of the south gained 
population. This shift gener- 
ally represents a movement 
from remote rural counties 
with relatively few natural 
amenities to high-amenity 
areas, especially those areas 
with access to major urban 


centers. High-amenity were 
defined by relatively warm, 
sunny winters, cool, dry 
summers; lakes or other 
water, varied topography, 
and low elevation. 

Rural areas adjoining 
metro areas and areas at- 
tractive to vacationers and 
retirees are likely to contin- 
ue to grow; in fact, a desire 
to limit growth actually be- 
comes an issue in some cas- 
es. For rural communities 
dependent on manofectur- 
ing, the problem will be to 
maintain or enhance compet- 
itiveness in an increasingly 
global economy. Further 
population decline seems 
most likely for speusely set- 
tled, remote rural areas 
dependent on farming or 
mining and lacking popular 
natural amenities. 

Sparsely settled, remote, 
amenity-poor rural regions 
highlight a basic develop- 
ment problem. If one be- 
lieves that government 
should attempt to provide 
everyone equal access to 
services, irrespective of resi- 
dence, low rural population 
density prevents schools, 
hospitals, and other services 
from being both nearby and 
sufficiently large or offer a 
variety of services. The small 
size of jurisdictions further 
complicated the issue.

Is Barley A Good Dairy Feed? 

Last year many of you attended a workshop where I 
intended for you to hear some positive facts on incorporating 
barley into your dairy ration. As you know, most of our 
speakers were negative or maybe just not familiar with 
barley as a dairy feed. I have in my office a computer wire 
service program called “Dairy-L" where | can ask for 
information from several hundred experts all over the U.S. 
and Canada. | requested information on "Feeding barley 
grain to dairy cows milking 16,000 pounds and up.” In the 
next two Farm-O-Gram issues, I will provide you some of the 
comments I received. 

Comments from Dr. W.T. Howard, Dairy Department, 
University of Wisconsin: “Barley can be an effective grain for 
dairy cows. We suggest a limit of 50 percent or so of the 
grain mix. The carbohydrates in barley are more rapid in 
their digestion than corn. The UIP of barley is lower than 
that of corn and an adjustment in use of bypass protein 
supplements may be needed. If the herd production is below 
19,000 pounds, you may be able to use as much as 75 
percent of the grain from barley. We prefer barley to be 
rolled or crimped for feeding. Hammermill ground barley can 
get fine and dusty. This find grinding also may make the 
rapid breakdown ofithe starches more of a problem. I prefer 


three to five percent wet molasses in a high barley mix if 
ground to control dustiness. We have had a few producers 
make high moisture ensiled barley. It is necessary to use an 
oxygen limiting silo. In conventional silos and oxygen 
limiting silos, the moisture should be about 30 percent and 
not lower than 28 percent. In conventional silos the grain 
should be rolled at ensiling. I prefer to treat with 10 to 12 
pounds of propionic acid in conventional silos due to the 
difficulty in getting satisfactory oxygen exclusion. This I 
realize is a bit on the conservative side, but will insure a 
high quality product.” 

Comments from Dr. Robert C. Fry, Practicing 
Veterrnarian, Maryland: "| practice in Maryland and have fed 
barley very successfully to herds averaging up to 24,000 
RHA. There are several points that I would like to make in 
addition to what you might have already discovered in dairy 
nutrition literature. Be sure you know the test weight ofithe 
barley you are feeding. I have seen weights range from 38 to 
48 pounds per bushel. The energy, protein, and fiber values 
will vary considerably between samples of varying test 
weights. Also note if you send samples to a forage lab for 
analysis they will report the energy values as per book 
values for normal barley and do not pay any regard to the 
test weight. Next I would like to point out that barley is a 
rapidly digestible protein and carbohydrate and such 
consideration should be given to ration balancing. Often I 
find it works best to feed a blend of barley and ground 
shelled corn. Lastly, be sure that the grain is ground or 
crimped well as untouched kernels will pass through the 
cow.” 

Next week I will follow up with additional expert 
comments.

Trade. Under the new trade 
pact, all non-tariff barriers 
like quotas will be converted 
into tariffs, which would be 
reduced by 36 percent over 
six years. Export subsidies 
will be reduced by 21 per- 
cent over the same time 
period. Japan and South 
Korea will gradually open 
their rice markets to world 
suppliers. 

But the provisions of the 
Uruguay Round, which be- 
gan in September 1986 in 
Punta del Este, Uruguay, 
will not take effect until a 
few more hurdles have been 
cleared. 

Officials of the 117 partic- 
ipating GATT countries are 
scheduled to sign the agree- 
ment on April 15, possibly in 
Marrackech, Morocco. This 
step allows Clinton to send 
the completed agreement to 
Congress. 

Once that is done and he 
also sends the implementing 
legislation, Congress has 90 
legislative days to approve or 
reject the agreement without 
amendments. 

That means Congress is 
likely to vote on GATT 
sometime next summer. The 
date for actual implementa- 
tion of the texts of the final 
agreement is understood to 
be July 1, 1995. After imple- 
mentation, the provisions 
will take effect over specified

1 Exercise 18 as impor- 
tant to a weight loss pro- 
gram as a balanced diet.
